The report which has been forwarded by his 

friends to exculpate Jameson from the worst 

ofthe charges, is regarded as a confession. 

That an Englishman could stand by and see a 

ehild killed to gratify curiosity, without mak 

ing an effort to save it at the last moment, 
ape the climax of horror. 

INVESTIGATION DEMANDED. 

An indignant cry is rising for investigat ion, 
not only of the original charges, but how they 
have been treated here. It is believed that 
much has been done to suppress the truth 
now coming out, and that much remains con- 
cealed out of mistaken respect for the dead 
and fear for the interest ef the living. Many 
think that Assad Farran, the Syrian interpret- 
@r, was bribed to make his relation of the 
cannibal story and that he has been induced 
to take himself out of the way for fear that he 
may make further revelations. The diplo- 
matic purposes and the conduct of the expe- 
dition are also being overhauled. The ques- 
tion is asked, how far the British War Office 
assisted the expedition and what authority 
Stanley had for making treaties in the name of 
Great Britain. A movement is on foot for 
bringing the whole subject before Parliament 
with the view to having a special committee 
ofinguiry appointed. While the matter is 
likely to become a national question Mr. 
Stanley has provided for a full defense of any 
charges brought against him. Previous to 
his leaving for Americahe hada talk with 
Mr. Geo. Lewis, the well-known solicitor, 

nbout the letters by the brother of Maj. Bart- 

telot which had apeared in the Times, and in- 

structed him to bring action against Mr. Bart- 

telot unless the latter brought one against 

him. He was indifferent who begun the pro- 

ceedings so long as the facts could be elicited. 
OUT Of HIS OWN MOUTH. 

The overpowering weight of opinion in En- 
gland is that Jameson's letter to Sir 
Win, McKinnon, in which the 
writer defends himself against the 
charges of instigating the natives 

*to canibalism, really convicts him out ot his 
own mouth. The suppression of the facts 
concerning the terrible events in which the 
rear guard was concerned puts the Emin relief 
committee in a very unenviabie posttion, and 
Staniey’s succession to atitie and other hon- 
ore is now regarded as hopeless. The veill has 
been lifted from the actual circumstances 
African expioration and all 
the members of the expedition appear in 
about an equally unfavorable light. The 
public is thoroughly disenchanted with the 
whole process, and names around which 
the glamour of romance has hung are now 
covered with disgrace, and their mention 
excites but disgust.

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A ROYAL WEDDING. 


The Great Secial Event ef the Year at Ger- 
many’s Capital.

ERLIN, Nov. 16.— 
The social event of 
the coming week 
will be the marriage 
of the Princess Vic- 
toria, sister of Em- 
peror William and 
granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria, to 
* Prince Adolph of 
Bchaumberg-Lippe. The wedding will be 
celebrated in the royal castie at Gerlin, and 
the attendance will include Princess and not- 
abies from ali parts of Europe, including the 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale, who will 
represent the royal house of Great Britain. 
There will bea gala performance at the opera 
on Tuesday and 4 state dinner given 
by the Empress Frederick on Wednesday. 
The wedding will be attended with all the for- 
malities usual at the marriage of a Prussian 
Princess, except the torch dance. The 
Princess Victoria cannot be called beautiful; 
but she has a pleasing and attractive face, 
with rather more of the Hohenzollern is it 
than her brother, the Emperor. Indeed, she 
resembies her grandfather, the first Kaiser, 
more than any ofthe family. She is tall and 
ofebapely ag ure and light-hearted, almost 
merry disposition. 
BISMARCK’S IRON HAND. 

There has never been an attempt to conceal 
the fact that she was in love with Alexander, 
the ex-Prince of Bulgaria, and quite willing 
to marry bim. The iron will of Bismarck, for 
political reasons, intervened to prevent the 
match. He always desired to keep Germany 
out of the Eastern muddle asd leaned to 
Russia rather than “Austria, and be looked 
upon Alexander as defender of the 
Viennese court and an enemy to 
the Czar, and therefore he opposed 
the union and succeeded in inducing the old 
Emperor WII Mam to forbid it. Victoria and 
Alexander were not permitted to meet, and 
the Princess, somewhat heart-broken at first,

© @ame to the throne the young 
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posed his veto. The separation this time was 
final. Prince Alexander was not slow to seek 
consolation elsewhere, and as he is now 
married himself, the Princess, of course, has 
no reason to pine tor bim. Prince 
Alexander is now as Count Harte- 
nau, a colonel in the Austrian army, com- 
manding the Twenty-seventh Regiment of 
infantry, and the Austrian Emperor need not 
regret that the splendid military talents of 
the young Prince are devoted to his service 
instead of to Germany as they would have 
been, had the love affair with the Princess 
Victoria culminated in marriage. 
THE BRIDE’S TROSSEAU. 

Berlin tradesmen are not altogether satis- 
fied that the Princess receives part of ber 
trosseau from London and Athens. The Lon- 
don orders are accounted for by a natural de- 
sire on the part of the Princess to obtain some 
of her dresses where her Imperial mpther, 
when Princess Royal of England, bestowed her 
patronage. One ot the gowns made for her 
is of white satin, the front embroidered with 
atracery of pale pink flowers in a light and 
running design, the sprays appearing to be 
tied together by means of true lovers’ knot 
in gold thread. The bodice has a floral 
trimming to match, with true lovers’ knots.

pearing an empire design The sleeves are 
composed entirely of similar lace. A 
Dall dress is in satin of the 
palest hellotrope, thickly garianded with 
double Naples violets.

Prince Adolph of Schaumberg-Lippe, the 
bridegroom, is a handsome man of about 30 
years and a personal friend and associate of 
the Kaiser. His futureewife really seems to 
have a deep affectionfor him and the mar- 
riage is spoken of as a love match. Prince 
Adolph has already obtained a leave of ab- 
sence fromthe army for one year to take 
A bridal tour. After the marriage 
thoy willremain at Potsdam, and be present 
at the celebration, on the 5ist birthday of the 
Empress Frederick. On Saturday they will 
start for Malta and Egypt. The marriage will 
leave to the bereaved Empress but one of her 
children, Princess Margaret, and she, it is 
understoon, is to become within a year the 
bride of the Prince of Naples, heir to the 
throue of Italy.

late there has been as ardent a desire to real- 
ize as there was formerly to invest. Your 
correspondent has the best authority for say- 
ing that the worst is over and that the fzan- 
celal fabric of Great Britain is un- 
skaken. The Bank of “England, which 
raised its rates some time ago in order 
to protect ite reserve, is able and ready to 
guard the credit of our really substantial 
firms and institutions, and the directors at a 
special meeting to-day resolved totake such 
action as circumstances might require to pre- 
vent a panic. There is no genu- 
ne oause for apprehension. It has 
been inevitable that certain 
embarrassments would occur, and the end 
perhaps is not yet. But a general panic is 
not even within the possibilities. 
THE LOSS OF THE SERPENT. 

Next to the financial crisis the great event of 
the week bas been the news of the loss of the 
Serpent off the northwestern coast of Spain. 
The building up of the navy is one 
of the strong points of the pres- 
ent Government, it being the declared 
ambition and purpose of the Admiralty to 
make the fleet of England equal to that of any 
two other powers in the world. Work has 
been pusbed in the dock yards with a vigor 
amazing in a time of profound peace, 
and unusual inducements are of- 
fered to bring * superior class 
of seamen into the naval service, 
The loss of the serpent, so sudden and over- 
whelming indicates, as several lese serious 
accidents. notably during the early summer 
maneuvers ih Chinese waters, have indicat- 
ed that something is being sacrificed to 
haste. This is the prevalent opinion and 
public feeling, now areused to a high giten, 
will pot be content with any red tape investi- 
gation. The amount of misery attendant 
upon the äceident isiamentabie to contem- 
plate. One of the lost seaman left a wife and 
seven young children in Davenport. Fully 
one-third of the crew were married 
and widows and orphans by the score 
are mourning for husbands and fathers. 
The English navy is much more English than 
the army.

IN THE SHADOW OF THE JAIL. 


The Tipperary trial is almost over, and the 
incident most significant of ite character was 
the removal of the court on Thursday to Clon- 
mel to be convenient to the jail as soon as the 
defendants should be sentenced. This, as 
one of the Irish leaders wittily put it, 
is as if an English judge trying a capital 
case, should, before charging the jury, re- 
move the trialtothe jail yard where execu- 
tions take place, so as to have the prisoner 
handy for the hanging. It is stated that the 
change was made bf the special order of 
Chief Secretary Balfour and on in- 
formation that the Tipperary peo- 
ple were organizing « demonstra- 
tion, In the way ofan imposing escort to the 
prisoners when sentenced. A large body of 
police and several companies of military were 
dispatched to Clonmel Friday to prevent 
any interference in behalf of the. defend- 
ante. Such interference, however, is not to 
be apprehended. The defendants will accept 
their sentences quietly and go to prison, 


although they will be no more ready than the

THKEE OF THE SURVIVORS. 

The British cruiser Lapwing has taken on 
board at Camarinas the three survivors of 
the Serpent and will convey them to Corruna, 
where they will be transferred to 
the troop ship Tyne, bound 
for Kugland. The scene ot the 
wreck abounds with rocks, over which the 
waves are constantly dashing, mutilating the 
corpses of the victims so that many of the 
bodies recovered are not recognizabie. The 
survivors, after their marvelous escape to 
land, through the surf and rocks, stag- 
gered ahd ocraWied over the distance of 
two aud a half miles to Camarinas. In the 
official report the survivors state that the 
vessel struck at 16:30 p. m. She was steering 


south by west three quarters west and pro- 


nine knots an hour. 
The weather was thick and wet and 
there was a violent wind. After striking the 
rocks she heavy swell „ 5 Pom egy tang 
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bridge. The erew, at their Captain’s orders, 
took tothe rigging. Finally a tremendous 
sea struck the vessel and threw heron her 
beam ends. The three survivors, being 
members of the lhfeboat’s crew, had their 
beltson. They are able to state nothing ac- 
curately as to what occurred after they were 
washed overboard, but they supposed that 
he same wave threw their companions into 
the sea, and that they were all drewned or 
killed by centact with the rocks. 


PARLIAMENTARY MEASURES. 

There is no doubt that the British Govern- 
ment are setting their house in order and are 
prepared tor a dissolution. But it would be 
quite rash to infer that the Ministers 
will ride for a. fall’ in the coms 
ing session. Lord Salisbury presides over 
a Cabinet capable, as has been seen, of great 
errors of parllamentary judgment, but as in- 
capable as any seventeen gentlemen can be 
of rebellion against his authority. Yet the 
Ministers feel that they are unable to cal- 
culate what may happen to their 
bills, which cannot be again post- 
poned. The Rt. Hon. Wm. Heury Smith, the 
Government leader in the Honse of Commons, 
on Wednesday issued a whip to the Tory 
members, urging tneu to be on hand at the 
opening of Parilament on the 25th inst. The | 
urgency lies in the fact that the Tory party 
will be called together early in 
the session and von to under- 
stand that the safe passage of the 
Government through the sessions depends 
upon the passage of the tithes bill, the Irish 
land purchase bill, and probably of the meas- 
ure, hanging up an the budget, which will be 
propesed fer the establishment of 
free schools. But these are matters 
on which the Government are al- 
most every day receiving unfavorable 
representations. Tories who may have to 
face their constituents next year do not like 
the Irish land purebase bill, with its vote of 
£33, 000,000 upon security publicly questioned 
by some of themselves, and with- 
out the support of local authority 
or of the Irish members. When 
the Imsn land purchase bill is 
proposed they know it will be received by the 
oppositfon with a demand for Irish local gov- 
ernment, which they are pledged fo give, and 
upon which a @ivision will be taken, probably 
before Christmas. There need be no doubt 
that in this week’s council of ministers the 
proposais to be recommended on the opening 
of Parliament were all framed with a view 
of weathering the coming session and 
making further reliance upon the Septennial 
Act. But the times are dangerous for Minis- 
ters and they are so fearful of relaxing 
the energies of their friends throughout the 
country that not one of them will speak with 
anything like confidence as to the further 
duration of Parliament. 


A TEMPERANCE PROJECT. 
The leading témperance advocates in Lon- 
don have been inapecting the new ‘‘Tea-to- 
Tum’’ Cate, which was recently started in the 
East End of Lenden by Mr. Buch- 
anan, a wealthy tea merchant, and have 
come to the conclusion that one of the 
best possible methods of removing the fatal 
attractiveness of the public house would be 
the provisions of good and cheap eating 
houses in every quarter of the large towns in 
Great Britain, The tea-to-tum cafes as they 
are called, are intended to combine the ad- 
vantages ofa cafe and a club, and they 
are intended for the uses of the working 
classes. On the ground floor is a restaurant 
and above is a reading-room, and chess ma- 
teriais are furnished. Better than all, a not | 
only cheap, but excellent and satisfac: | 
tory meal may be obtained at the cafe for 
44d. Mr, Buchanan’s aim is not profit so 
much as the provision of places where 
workingmen and women can have a good 
meal and spend a quiet evening. But the 
venture has begun to pay ite way. The tem- 
perance advocates will have iittie difficulty in 
obtaining funde to open similar cafes else- 
where.

Nov. 15,—Mr. D. H. 
Bentley, an exten- 
sive mine owner of 
Spanish Honduras, 
has arrived in this 
city, and was seen 
by your correspond- 
ent this evening. 
He says there has 
been an unquiet 
feeling for eighteen 
months or two years 
back on account of 
Bogran’s liberal 
policy towards 
Americans. Bogram 
not only appointed them to many posi- 
tions of importance and trust, but 
also granted them liberal concessions, 
believing in attracting capital, developing 
the resources of the country and increasing 
Its revenue. Sanchez was at one time Bo- 
gran’s Secretary of War, and has heid other 
leading positions. He is a good man, but 
represents the element that is least progres- 
sive. Mr. Bentley is of the opinion that Bogran 
will eventually triumph. The country is 
hardly well equipped for war. There are 
arms and ammunition enough, Dut not the 
men to handle them. The natives are 
not good soldiers: There is not 
money enough in the country to 
carry on war. The soldiers receive 
poor pay and provisions are net plentiful. 
The soldiers generally have to feed them- 
selves out of the sfantpay they get. Luck- 
lly they live on very ilttie. Tue advantage of 
money is on the side of Bogran. 
MINING ENTERPRISES. 

Maj. Burke's mining enterprises have not 
been successful so far. He expected to obtain 
a great deal of gold from the Gusyapa and 
Jalian Rivers and spent a great 
deal of money in washing the 
sand of the river beds. He had nearly 
500 men working at one time, and must have 
spent $250,000 at least in hig experiments, but 
neither he nor any of the wary English ex- 
perts sent over on behalf of the companies 
organized in London could find gold in paying 
quantities. Inthe first place there is little 
gold there, and in the next place 
the cost of bringing machinery and supplies 
to the interior and taking the gold to the sea' 
coast on mule back is so enormous that there 
is littie hope of promise. All the practical 
miners knew that the placer mining would not 
pay. Maj. Burke worked agarge foree for 
nearly two years, and finally gave up the idea 
of making a fortune outof his river grants. 
He has now turned his attention to his other 
concessions, consisting of all the country be- 
tween the two rivers, a tract twenty- 
five miles wide by seventy miles 
long, and has an exploration company 
of London assisting him in trying to discever 
mineruls to take from the earth. Maj. Burke 
promised to establish industrial schools. He 
broughtsome of the paraphernalia, but has no 
yet established the schools, although he has 
some time yet in whieh to do so under his 
grant. 

TELEGRAPH PROJECTS.

WHY WE ARE SANGUINE. 

Mr. JAMES Bryce, who, in his great 
work on the American Commonwealth, 
has shown such a wonderful insight into 
the workings of out political institutions 
and such a just appreciation of the polit- 
ical character of our people, says in a 
lecture on The Age of Discontent’’ that 
in his later visits to this country he has 
noticed a great diminution of the san- 
guine feeling which had impressed him as 
a national trait. 

There was certainly some cause for such 
a depression from the evidently growing 
power and rapacity of a great cor- 
poration plutocracy in this coun- 
try. As our people felt the growth 
of the same pressure in politics 
which has filled the European masses 
with hopelessness and irremediable dis- 
content, and as they saw it strengthening 
its hold upon their Government by whole- 
sale corruption at the ballot-box and in 
high places of public trust, it was only 
natural that their confidence in their own 
ability to protect their institutions from 
such insidious attacks should be some- 
what shaken. 

But again in the hour of danger they 
have foumd a safe way out, and in the 
complete success of the ballot reform _ex- 
periment tried for the first time ina Ren- 
eral election in a dozen States, they have 
assurance of their ability to protect their 
ballot-box from corruption or boss 
influence, and to overthrow any party, 
no matter how strongly intrenched ' 
in power, or how intent upon 
retaining it. The opposition of political 
bosses aud boediers to the extension of 
that reform to every State in the Union 
will after this be ‘‘of few days and full of 
troubie,’’ and when that opposition is. 
utterly silenced, as it soon will be, the 
American people will be, and will havea 
right to be, as sanguine as ever they 
were. 

Confidence in the justice, patriotism 
and good sense of the American people— 
in the unforged, unforced and unbought 
decisions of honest elections—was what 
made them so sanguinewhen we had no 
plutocracy. When they saw multitudes 
of honest voters absent from the polls, in- 
dignantly refusing to be counted where 
elections were to be decided by bossed 
gangs or by bribe-takers, few could re- 
sist the feeling that the danger was great 
and the future doubtful. The election 
which has shown an open way out of that 
danger, is a triumph of American citizen- 
ship overshadowing uny party interest or 
result, and should Ml men of all parties 
again with joyous confidence in the happy 
destiny of the Republic.

JEFFERSON'S MAXIM. 

If the late election was not a direct 
vindication of the civil service reform 
policy, it was at least another striking ex- 
posure of the false pretense of the politi- 
cians that they are only ‘‘standing by 
their party“ and promoting its success at 
the polls when they pay their campaign 
debts by bestowing appointments on their 
personal followers. The maxim of JEF- 
FERSON that the distribution of patronage 
was a source of weakness toa party or a 
politician, and that every appointment 
made many enemies and only one luke- 
warm friend, bas been confirmed in many 
elections, but never more emphatically 
than in this contest. 

The ‘*Anti-Nebraska” tidal wave of 
1854 struck the Democrats when they had 
all the Federal and most of the State of- 
ficers, and it changed their majority of 
37 in the House to an opposition majority 
of 92. The Republicans had even more 
complete possession of the offices, State 
aud Federal, when their majorities in the 
House were so signally reversed in 1874. 
They met with a similar defeat in 1882, 
when CLEVELAND was elected Governor of 
New York and PATTIson of Pennsylvania. 
Now again power and patronage have 
failed to protect them from an over- 
whelming defeat, and the change against 
them is most marked in the very States 
where they had the fullest control of all 
the offices and where they had made most 
use of the spoils machine. 

Quay, the greatest manipulator of that 
machine, sees his nominee for Governor 
overwhelmingly beaten in Pennsylvania 
by the same Democrat who carried that 
State in 1882. In the President's own 
State, in spite of office holders called 
home from England and Oklahoma to 
secure an indorsement of the administra- 
tion and a continuation of the majority by 
which he carried it two years ago, the 
Democrats eleot eleven of the thirteen 
Congressmen and carry the State bya net 
majority of 22,244. 

This should teach all tuture Presidents 
that they can serve their party better by 
keeping their civil service reform 
pledges than by using their appointing 
power to pay the campaign debts ot. — 
didates or reward alleged party services.

HIS SPECIALTY. 

‘*His speciality has always been tubercular 
affections. Study on this line bas led 
him to his investigation as to the 
causes and cure of consumption. His first 
discovery of great moment was made in 1880, 
when he set forth tothe medical world thas be 
had produced in his laboratory a germ of the 
dreaded Asiatic cholera. Microscopic experts 
all over Europe took up the issue and soon 
established that beyond doubt the Berlin spe- 
eclaliet bad accomplished that result for which 
they had long labored and in vain. 

It was Prot. Koch who first asserted 
that the germs of most contagious 
diseases could not be transported by 
natural agencies when in a moist state. 
His suggestions on this subject are carried 
out to the letter in Kerlin and other large Ger:

eughiv scrubbed every day. Another in- 
vention which has added greatly to his 
renown is the sewer system which 
is used througbout entire Europe. The Ber- 
lin seweragé system, built under the direct 
supervision of Prof. Koch himself, is the most 
perfect in the world. Bertin proper is ina 
valley by asmall river. Back of the city are 
high hills whieb are used for the cultiva- 
tion of market vegetables. The sewerage 
is first pumped into un immense reservoir on 
the side of the bill. It is then pumped a 
second time through a series of pipes to the 
gardens back of the city, where by means of 
innumerable canals the entire country is irri- 
gated. All the solid particles of course remain 
as fertilizers above ground, while the water 
soaks into the ground until it meets an im- 
penetrabie formation.

This 
afternoon’s PosT- DISPATCH, however,publishes 
an extended extract from Prof. Koch’s article 
in the Deutscae Medicinische Wochen Schrift, 
which is correct, every . detail yet made 
known.

ANOTHER HOSPITAL. 

In order to meet the pressure of cases an- 
other hospital is about to be established in 
the Alexander Platt, where the Hotel Ger 
mania ie being transformed into wards, 
having 150 beds for consumptives, Dr. Pfuhl 
reports a strikingly rupid cure of lung tuber- 
culosis. The patient was a man aged 42 
years. He had been ill for six 
years and hie case was apparently 
hopeless. The first injection was made 
on Nov. 5. The usual symptoms followed 
after the injection.

Bronardal, Doyen of the Paris medical facui- 
ty. is reported to have written u letter, in 
which he advises incredulity regarding 
the efficacy of the remedy un- 
til its nature is fully xnown 
and scientific proof given of its effective- 
ness. 

„Until we know’ says Prof. Brovardel, 
„the composition o remedy, the history 
of the experiments on animals and the pro- 
longed therapeutic effects on patients, no 
one ought to pronounce definitely ou the 
methods.’’

The St. Louis 
Anarchists are nearly all: foreigners, and so 
ithappened that the audience were divided 
into about as many little groups asthere were 
beer tables in the hall, and a score or more 
of waiters were kept busy fillinw the 
giasses with foaming lager as fast as they were 
emptied.

THE CRIMINAL RECORD. 


ITALIAN PRISONERS IN NEW ORLEANS MAKE 
GRAVE CHARGES. 


A Bang of Miscreants in Ilowa—Indians on 
the War-Path—A Bold Break fer Lib- 
erty—The German Hercules in Treuble— 
A Dashing Deoceiver—Other Crimes. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 15.—Sigpor Pas- 
quale Corte, the Italian Consul in this city, 
addressed a communication to the Grand. 
jury investigating the murder of Chief 
of Police Hennessy, protesting against 
the ill-treatment of the Italian 
prisoners at present confined in the parish 
prison. Signor Corte was questioned yester- 
day about the contents of his letter to the 
Grand-jury. He said that some time ago he 
wrote to Mayor Shakespeare, complaining of 
the ll-ltreatment of Italian prisoners in tne 
parish prison, and receiveda reply thatno 
such ill usage had been dealt out to such 
parties. Afew days ago the Consul person- 
ally visited the prison, and was shown by 
severaloft the prisoners marke of viocience 
upon their bodies. He said the men were 

TERRIBLY BRUISED, 

and nany of them claimed to have deen 
robbed of the rings worn on their fingers and 
ot other valuables.. Money had also been 
taken from them. It was upon 
this discovery that Sig. Corte 
informed the Grand-jury of the status 
of things and called attention to the treaty 
existing between Italy and the United States, 
whereby the Italian prisoners are entitied to 
the same treatment as those of other nation- 
alities, 

Sig. Corte stated farther that he had been 
called on by Criminal Sheriff Villere since the 
receipt ot his letter by the Grand-jury, and 
that official assured him that he had bad 
no cognizance or the condition of 
things. The Sheriff said that the 
prison being short of hands, a trusted pris 
oner was generally appointed by the Captain 
ot the prison to take charge otf the otber 
men incarcerated. The Sheriff stated tothe 
Costzul that be had no idea of these abuses, 
and that 

THE FAULT 

lay entirely with the captain of the prisoners. 
He promised that nosuch barm would again 
be Gone. Consul Porte, in speaking of the 
affuir, was very indignant and thought that 
such treatment was uncalled for as 
the Italians in question had not been any 
more unruly than the other prisoners now in 
custody. They were, in fact, very snbmissive 
and always performed the duties 
assigned them and obeyed all or- 
ders. it was the Consul’s belief 
that there was gross negligence on the part of 
some one connected with fhe prison for not 
reporting the facts to the Sneritt. 

The Sheriff is very much chagrined 
at the matter becoming public, He 
having issued an order some weeks ago ex- 
cluding newspaper reporters from the build- 
ing and forbidding the Italians from commu- 
nicating with their friends on the outside. 


An Adventuress in the Toils. 

Ind., Nov. 15.—A pretty 
littie blonde woman, apparently not more 
than 19, giving her name as Ethel Towne of 
Chicago, came here on Wednesday night and 


engaged oneof the best rooms in the Terre 
Haute House. She claimed to be a niece 
and ward of J. H. Walker of Chi- 
ego, a merchent, and that her mother 
and wealthy aunt would be here to take ber 
to St. Mary’s of the Woods, one of the largest 
Catholic Seminaries in the country, located 
four miles west of the city. Yesterday even- 
ing she presented a letter written on a letter 
bead J. H. Walker 4 Co., and containing a 
check for $800, botn which were signed 
by Walker. She presented this at the hotel 
office and asked the -clerk to cashit. The 
clerk at once became suspicious and reported 
the matter to the police. A telegram was 
sent to Walker. An answer soon came: 
**Cash check; it isallright.’* But later another 
caine pronouncing thecheoka forgery The first 
wae in answer to one sent tothe pretty Ethel 
and showed conclusively she had an accom- 
plice in Chicago. This afternoon Chas. Baur, 
manager ot the hotel, acting under instruc- 
tions of the police, went to the girl’s room 
and accused her of forging the check and 
being a party to the attempted fraud. She 
broke down e mpletely and confessed, say- 
ing Jack Bennett, artiston the Chicago Daily 
News, was the Chicago accomplice. 

The police telegraphed the Chicago author- 
ities to arrest Bennett and are holding the 
girl. / She is quite 7 and claims to have 
been correspondentfor some of the largest 
papers inthe country. She is thought to bea 
notorious adventuress, who figured in a simi- 
lar scrape at Kansas City, but persists that 
her name is Towne. She has employed coun- 
seland been continually in tears since the 
arrest, refusing to anewer questions. W. E. 
Clark was also jailed this afternoon, charged 
with being au accomplice.

DEATH AND BURIAL OF THE UNION LABOR 
PARTY OF THIS CITY, 


A History ef a Party Which Polléd 7,000 
VWetes in 1886 avd Passed Out of Exi«- 
tence in 1890—Bow an Henest Movement 
Became Ocrrupted—Lese Than the R. 
quired 3 per Cent Vote Pelled at the Last 


OT tbe least among the 

surprises of the recent 

election was the fate of 

the Labor party in &t.

ballot. In view of these 

facts a review of the rise 

and tall ot the Union Labor party in this city 
is an interesting bit of history. 

It was in the fall of 1886 that the ‘‘working- 
man’’ first becamea distinctive factorin the 
partisan politics of St. Louis. At periods 
prior to that date there had been ‘‘labor 
movements of more or less potency, but 
they were sporadic. They were lacking in 
metbod, organization and leadership. True, 
the Greenbackers bypkenated the word labor 
with their name and it became the Green- 
back-Labor party. But the trades’ unionists 
and kindred organizations of wage-carners 
never enthused over the rag-baby and the 
Greenback party was not in any sense a labor 


party. 
BIRTH OF THE LABOR PARTY. 

In the fall of 1886, however, the Knights of 
Labor was at its zenith. The eyes of the 
country had been turned toward St. Louis by 
reason of the Southwest strike, which had 
brought the Knights of Labor into such prom!- 
nence that its ranks had been recruited 
with astonishing rapidity. It counted among 
ite members the ablest of the trade-union 
leaders, besides hundreds of men (not work- 
ers in shops, mills or factories) who to-day 
probably would not want it publicly known 
that they had passed behind the veil ot the 
once mysterious society. The labor party of 
that year was cradied in the secret lodge- 
room ofthe Knights of Labor. They formed 


an oath-bound conclave styled the ‘‘Commit- 
tee of Progress, and in its sessions the plan 
of campaign had its birth. A convention was 
held atthe Apollo Theater on Oct. 3, 1880, at 
which a full ticket was nominated. All 
old party ties were severed. The Greenback 
remnant was compelled to abandon their 
idol, furl their flag and enlist under the ban- 
nerof the new eruanization. So determined 
were the leaders of the movement that there 
should be no sembiance of affiliation with 
either Republicans or Democrats that the or- 
dinary protestations of party fealty were not 
held to be eufficient praof of loyalty. The 
credentials of the delegates to the convention 
contained a printed piedge, to which their 
sivnatures were attached, declaring thatthe 
signers had forever.absoived themselves from 
allegiance to the old political organizations. 
The candidates, too, were required to take 
this pledge in the presence of the Committee 
of Progress before their names were put on 
the ticket. 

The election day came, and the success of 
the movement was shown intheresult. It 
cast 7,000 votes. This was surprising and very 
gratifying to the men who had managed the 
short canvass. Upto tale time there had -not 
been a suspicion of boodlé Volced by anyone. 
All the money used in thé Campaign had been 
drawn from the coffers of the Knights of 
Labor and such open unions of me trades as 
had chosen to contribute. ach dele- 
gate to the convention had brought 
with him 4 doilar for the 
election fund, but no candidate had been 
assessed or asked to pay a penny. The Labor 
purty was pledged to indorse no member of 
another political organization, but two of 
theic candidates for the lower branch of the 
State Legisiature had been placed upon the 

tepublican ticket and were elected. But as 
. the party had given nothing in return for this 
favor, and had pot been asked to give any- 
thing, no ill feeling or suspicion of bad faith 
bad been aroused. Events proved, however, 
that this was but the beginning of the end, 
and payed the way to the party's subsequent 
destruction. 

In the following spring the new party fol- 
lowed about the same lines that it had marked 
outin the previous autumn, and polled little 
short of the same vote. It wasa city election 
and the votes could not be so well held to- 
gether asin a Congressional and legislative 
“contest. They elected ene man, an Alderman 
fromthe Fourth Ward. He, too, had been 
‘*indorsed’’ Kepubiicans. By 
this time a organization had 
been effected, declaration of 
principles evolved and a local newspaper 
estabiished. All was harmony in the ranks 
and among the leaders as well, and what the 
purty lacked in votes apparently had its 
compensation in honest effort and hope. 

THE HAND OF FILLEY. 

Tue growing strength of the new political 
factor was not lost upon the bosses of the 
older organizations. Its uses were cieariy 
apparent to Chauncey I. Filley, whe 
saw in the conditions presented un 
opportunity mot io be lightly cast asiae, 
Early in the summer of 1857 Filley opened 
commursication with theeditorof the labor 
organ and unfolded bis pians. In a general 
way the scheme proposed was the one which 
certain managers of the Labor party machine 
have strived go Zeualously to carry out, It 
comprised the giving of places on the legis- 
lative tickets to Labor men, while the Repub- 
Hean Congressional and such other can- 
didates as Filley might desire elected 
should receive the indorsement of 
the Labor conventions and committees, with 
the understanding that in 1890, if chosen to 
the State Legislature, the Labor men should 
vote for Chauncey I. Filley tor United States 
Senator. The deal progressed slowly. One 
by one additions were mace to the little cabal 
that had planned the sale of the labor vote. 
In the meantime Filley amused himself by 
furnishing leaders forthe labor organ, strix- 
ing sledge hammer bDiows against ‘‘wonop- 
oly,’’ the ‘‘greedy capitalistic class, and 
pointing out the vijlainy of Democracy. 
These editorials might not bave read éo well 
badthe subecribers knovn their author. Aas 
Mr. BR. C. Kerens can testify, this was not the 
frat time Filley did secret newspaper work. 

When it became known that arrangements 
bad been made to deliver the labor vote to the 
Republican party there was a row in the bith- 
erto harmonious 1 The trade went on, 
however, for there had by this time come into 
the ceunciis of the labor people men who had 
been attracted there for the sake of personal 
gain alone, and their activity and kaowledge 
of political methods had placed them in con- 
trol of the machinery of the ‘organization. 
They and Filley were in the saddle, Powerless 
to unseatthem, the ranks of the new party 
began to rapidly disintegrate. The Filley 
scheme was carried out in the Labor conven- 
tos of October, 1888, but against the will of 
six-sevenths of the men who had polled 7,000 
votes for the labor ticket in 1886. The labor 
Candidates on the Leyisiative tickets were 
elected, but they owed their victory to Repub- 
Ioan votes and votes bought with Republican 
money. Theery of boodie was beard at every 
labor party meeting and the scandal attending 
the attempt to pull Farmer Mauring off the 
State ticketfor Guvernor broke the slender 
thread which now held the city end of the 
party to the country contingent. The new 
organization which two years before had 
prowised so well was broken up’ into factions 
And only held together dya machine whose 
emblem was the red flag of the auction- 
room, which stood ready to ‘‘indorse’’ the 
man or party which made the highest bid. 

IN THE DEMOCRATIC CAMP. 

When the sampalze for the Mayoralty elec- 
tion in the spring of 1889 came on the Labor

primaries and carry them for Alien. For this 
work they were to control certain appoint- 
ments under the Mayor. These jobs in ex- 
pectancy were divided out among the mem 
bers of the Labor Committee, but as thieves 
sometimes fail out in the division of spoils so 
these reformers of social wrongs disagreed 
when the Biue Book was passed around 
and each saw what dad deen allotted to 
him. The camp again divided and 
apart of the machine went boldly over to 
Noonan, who promised to care for them if 
elected. Overtures had been made to the Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor, but the induce- 
ments offered by those who spoke for him 
fell skort of the promises made by Mr. 
Allen’s friends, who evidenced their 
good intentions in a much more sub- 
stantial way. The war between tbe 
Allenand the Noonan factions in the little 
rempantofthe Labor party was hotter than 
in the Democratic camp. The chairman of the 
committee was fred bodily for speaking at a 
Noonan meeting, and all efforts were put 
forthto win the nomination for Allen and 
enjoy the comfortable city jobs that had 
been promised. Filley’s lessons in practical 
politics had taken deep root. Allen delegates 
were chosen to the Labor Convention, but 
Noonan got the nomination of his party. 
These facts did not stagger the machine labor 
politicians, however. They were equal to the 
occasion. Though money drawn from the 
Allen ‘‘bar’l’’ had paid the rent of the hall 
and other incidental expenses of the gather- 
ing, the Labor Convention howled itself 
hoarse for Noonan, and could only be ap- 
peased when the subject of their latest loyalty 
was ushered into their presence and thanked 
them for their zealin the Democratic cause 
and their fealty to its candidate for Mayor. 
THE FALL OF 1890. 
The tactics pursued so successfully in 1888 


by Filley and his workers who. controlled the | 


— machine, were tried in the recent cam- 
paign. 
recital. The kernel of the Lebor party had 
long since gone. Filley and his henchmen 
Dad buttheshell. Disgusted with the men 
who had gotten bold of their organization and 
who could not be shaken off, the rank and 
flleof the Labor party dropped back into 
their old political affiliations. The Union- 
Labor Party was but a party in name on the 
morning of eleetion day, and when the sun 
went down the name itself had been lost. Its 
ticket failed to poll3percent ofthe whole 
number of votes cast, which wipes it out of 
existence asa political party with power to 
hold conventions and make nominations un- 
der the election law of Missouri. 

Grouping the votes cast by the Union Labor 
party at different periods of its history its 
rapid decadence will be seen to follow the first 
flirtation with Filley:

Vote cast April, 
Vete cast Nov.. , 
NOT A REPRESENTATIVE PARTY. 

The workingmen of St Louis make up the 
great bulk of the voting strength of all po- 
litical organizations. When the Labor party 
first sprang into existence many were at- 
tracted to it who were tired of doss rule and 
ring dictation in the old parties and who de- 
sired to affillate with a party standing on 
a true Democratic platform and whose liead- 
ere they believed to be honest. When the 
trading, dickeringand downright selling out 
on the partof the Labor managers began, the 
voters drew away and the inevitable result 
was not long delayed. For the past 

years the men at the head 
the so-called Labor party have 
been in no sense representatives of the trades 
unions and mechanic class of the city. 
But it seemed impossible to depose them. 
They bad learned their political methods ina 
good school and held on to the machine with 
a Butlerian tenacity. Their administration of 
the party’s affairs has castastain upon its 
memory, but this in nowlse at- 
taches to the men in the ranks who 
for years tolled to give the party standing and 
success. That it may again rise from tue 
grave where its Jadases have buried it is very 
probable, but there is little promise of the 
resurrection in the immediate fu- 
ture. Just now, in common 
with the rest of the people, 
the men who once composed the Labor party 
are busily discussing the tariff, ite bearing on 
the question of wages and means of subsist- 
ence. They are ranged for or against protect- 
ion, and on these lines they will remain, at 
least untilafter the next Presidential contest 
has been decided. And if, as now seems 
probable, a non-partisam movement to 
cleanse the City Halil is put on foot next April, 
the 7,000 votes cast for the labor ticket in 1886, 
may ve safely counted on to aid the effort. 


RAN AGAINST SHARKS. 


Unique Horse Trade in Which a Dry Goods 
Peddler Pinayed Victim. 


According to his own story, Samuel Zuck- 
man, a dry goods peddler of Bohemian de- 
scent, ran against Broadway horse sharks in 
a trade last Friday. As a result, he is now 


short a borse and $12 in cash, and bas gone 
through the harrowing experience of seeing 
the Arab steed for which he surrendered the 
above considerations sold before his eyes for 
the thoroughbred price of $1.50, the sale 
taking place in the very stable where the ped- 
dler's eye-teeth were gut. 

Zuckman had a horse which satisfied his 
aspirations in eyery way except that he was 
light weight. The horse was gentle, willing 
and obedient, but lacked some pounds of 
being up to the standard his owner thought 
proper for the motive power of his pediar’s 
wagon. Consequently on Friday last Zuck- 
man showed up at a certain sale stable on 
Broadway. The pedlar had specu‘ation in his 
eye and began telling the proprietor of the 
stable of his wish to sell his own fragile steed 
and purchase another of more rugged mould. 

Even while he was doing sotwo countrified 
looking men standing near by at the stabile 
door began haggling over a horse. They were 
apparentiy ignorant of the motive that had 
led Zuckman into thelr vicinity. One was 
trying to sell a big horse which was on in- 
spection at the time, and the other was a 
prespective purchaser if he could get a horse 
at what he thought a reasonable price. 
The owner of the big horse 
wanted $55 for bim, the other man offering 
$25. The one lowered his figures to $60 and 
the other raised his to $0. An earnest argu- 
ment followed, at the close of which the 
owaer stood firm at S0and the prospective 
purchaser offered $85. Here they eplit and 
drifted apart and the trade became one of the 
impossibilities of sale stable di plomacy. 

Then the owner of the heavy charger turned 
his attention to Zuckman and, strange to say, 
bis cowpanion joined him in an effort to trade 
horses with a boot for the difference in 
weight. Zuckman was not averse, and 
essavyed to make an examination of the big 
horse. Ie doing this he was so cheerfuily 
assisted and nusticd around the horse that he 
made only a ‘‘reconnolsance’’ instead of an 
ofticial census, and ~<a! agreed to ‘‘swap’’ 
his tittle horse with $12 to boot for the 
**big un. 

Having accomplished this much, Zuckman 
went home and hitching up bis slender seetd 
to the wagon drove back to the stabie, un- 
hitched, gave up the lightweight, paid over 
Si2and with the larger borse between the 
shafts of hia wagon, drove cheerily away. A 
few biocks from the stable the strange horse 
shivered, shuddered, and shrinking up all 
along hisspinal column, fell prone upon the 
city streets. 

A cursory examination by a convenient 
veterinary surgeon revealed the fact, so 
Zuckiwan says, thatthe big horse’s back bad 


been broken at some period in his career, and 


he was prone to these ‘‘talling fite’’ whenever 
driven a few rods. The dismayed pedlar 
Managed to get the horse back to the sale- 
stable, but when he made claim for bis light- 
weight but spinally sound horse, he was 
laughed at. Leaving the new horse also at the 
stable, Zuckman made complaint at the Third 
Diatrict Police Station. He was reterred to 
the Prosecuting Attorney of the Court of 
Oriminalt Correction, and that official referred 
him back to the police. Tne Third District 
Captain, Zuckman says, sent him to the off 
cer on the beat near the stable, and the offf- 
cer, so the peddier claims, refused to inter- 
fere in the trade. Then, a night having 
passed, Zuckman went to the sale 
stable and was told he would have to pay 61 
charges for the weak-backed horse before he 
could get him out. This was the straw that, 
figuratively, put Zuckman’s back in the same 
condition as that ot his new horse. He saia 
that if he took such a horse out it could only 
be to bave bim shot to put nim out 
of his misery, and so de authorized 
a ‘*‘sale.’” The bene of contention was ac- 
cordingly put up, and, after a scene of wild 
excitementand great hilarity, was knocked 
down for the sum ef $1.50. Pooketing this 
rincely price, Zuckman left the stable, sans 
orse, sans $12, sane .

STANLEY AND THE SIOUX 


THE STORY OF HIS FIRST FXPEDITION TO 
STRANGE TRIBES. 


Told by a Fellow Newspaper Man Who Ac- 
compaied Him on the Peace Commission 
Trip—Uis Desecrating Curiosity Con- 
cerning the Faneral Customs of the In- 
dians. 2

Giving the facts as they occurred, as fully 
as memory serves after the lapse of near a 
quarter of a century, will set the matter right, 
besides afford an opportunity of relating one 
or two other persoual incidents connected with 
the Indian meth6a of burying their dead. 
It is well known that the various bands of 
the Sioux tribe followed the custom of dis-, 
posing of their dead, by placing them on 
scaffoids and in the branches of trees when 
available, to prevent them from being de- 
voured by dogs and the coyotes or prairie 

wolves, the hyenas of the Western plains. 

The first we saw of this method of burial was 
at Fort Laramie, where in the soldiers’ cem 
etery in the rear of the town and overlooking 
the barracks, were three coffins, each cov- 
ered with a pall of bright crimson cloth, 
elevated on the top of four stout cedar posts 
some twelve feet in height. 

One ot the coffins contained the body oP 
‘*Pink,’’ an Indian woman, well known fer 
her attachwent to the whites. In another 
were the remains of a young child,the daugh- 
ter of an Ogalallah squaw and a wealthy post 
trader, and the center one contained the body 
of Mon-i-ka,the daughter of the famous chief, 
Spotted Tail, the romantic history of whose 
life and death were eloquently described by 
the correspondents. Her dying wish was to 
be buried among the whites, near the fort. 
In complying with her request, her father, 
with 300 warriors came down in the month of 
Febuary, 1866, after a journey of fifteen days, 
and the commanding officer, Col. Maynadier, 
brother of Maj. Maynadier, the 
United States Paymaster at 86. Louis, 
ordered thatthe girl should be buried in the 


soldiers’ cemetery. The scaffold wes erected 
and the dead maiden’s two ponies were 
slaughtered and nailed to the posts, the heads 
and tails of which were still dangling there 
when we Visited the cemetery. 
A SIOUX FUNERAL.

THE PAST WEEK IN THE LEADING FINAN- 
CIAL CRNTERS. 


* 


Uncertainty Characterizes the Condition of 
the Market—Sublime Confldence or Awtul 
Infatuation in Corn—Consuming Excite- 
ment on the Chicago Beard of Trade— 
Careful Reviews of the Situation All 
Round, 


Financial troubles have played hob with wheat, 
Unsettiing confidence, unnerving the longs and 
causing an immense amount of liquidation. 
natural result was that the market went all to smash, 
declining 7% for Dec., Se for May and 3ige for 
July, as compared with the preceding Saturday's 
close. Lowest prices of the week were seen vester- 
day on the announcement of the failare of the Lon- 
don banking house of Baring Bros. Dec. then 
sold at 89%jc, May at 993, and July at Soc. and 
though rallying from these low rates on the more 
favorable bank statement than was expected, 
the feeling remained nervous and uncer- 
tain. On the Commercial Board in the 
afternoon, May sold off again to goth, Dec. was not 
salable above YOlec and July was again offered at 
S9c. This uncertainty regarding the financial situa- 
tion is the dead weight upon the market now, and 
will render any attempt to bunt prices abortive until 
monetary matters are assuredly settled and confi- 


dence once more restored. The fact, too, that shorts 
are pretty wellevened up, most, if not all of them 
having taken advantage of the break in price to buy 
in their wheat and secure their profits, this fact that 
that there is iittie shortage outstanding and 
consequently little demand. as the 
traders who feel friendly to wheat at 
present prices are too much afraid of further fin an- 
cial trouble to buy on investment, leaves the wartet 
without any support and in a weak and ragged posi- 
tion. That prices are now down toa legitimate 
basis, both for exporting and milling, is conceded on 
all bands. European markets have not declined any- 
wherein pfoportion with this country; wheatin 
Liverpool being quoted yesterday only lied and

The movement to market has shown little diminu- 
tion, the past week's receipts amounting to 246,484 
bu, against 302,626 bu the week before and 262,950 
bu for the corresponding week last year.

sections of lowa and other States where the yield 
was poor. Seeing an sctual large shortage. and that 
corn was selling in their own loealiiiies as high and in 
some instances higher than in the primary markets, 
they see no reason why their ball 
jdeas are not correct, awd consequently 
have not so far been forced torun, That there is so 
much long corn still outstanding doesn’t make the 
situation safe dy aur means, particularly in the 
present unsafe condition of finances, and leads 
to a pretty general belief among professiovais 
that the next panic will be in corn, 
when liquidation commences, ifit ever does. There 
was a decline in May of bee, with sales yesterday at 
45igc,. but there was none of the extreme demorali- 
vation in corn that was seen in wheat.

Louis upom the then adventurous journey up 
the Missouri to Fort Benton, Montana, 
met with experiences equaling 
the most thrilling and hazardous 
yet told of those daring days, and well wortby 
ef a place in Washington Irving’s faithful 
and fascinating record of the fur company’s 
achievements through its bold retainers 
stretched along the frontier edge of our en- 
tire continent. 
A TALE OF CANNIBALISM. 

Strange to say,the story told by this ‘‘last of 
the voyageurs’’ owes its appearance now in 
print for the first time te the con- 
troversy going on at present between Stan- 
ley and his lieutenants over their 
apparently dreadful experiences in 
darkest Africa’’ during the rescue expedi- 
tion sent out to find Emin Bey, and was 
brought to the attention of a Post-DISPaTCH 
reporter through a discussion of the ‘‘cann!- 
bal sketches’’ said to have been made by 
Lieut. Jameson of Stanley es party, as prepa- 
rations for feasting upen the flesh of a slave 
girl were carried forward before that officer’s 
eyes. The telling of Ostermayer’s story was 
caused by the startling fact thatthe experi- 
ence of his party, lost in midwinter upon the 
Northwestern prairies of Amerioa thirty-five 

ears o, embraced cannibalism as one of 

te awful necessities. 

The contrast between the two pictures of 
human beings deveuring human flesh, the 
Afriean andthe North American feast, at- 
fords perhups lese cause forthe inevitable 
shudder of horror in the Stanley episode than 
in the scene suggested by Mr. Ostermayer’s 
story, for the latter shows a starving camp of 
— white men feeding upon the bodies 
of their comrades as they lay frozen to death 
on the prairie, and telle ofthe brain-turning 
effect ot such an experience upon one of the 
survivorsina way that furnisbes a strangely 
dramatic close to the story. 

Mr. Ostermayer was seem yesterday dy a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter, and upon being told 
thatafriend bad mentioned the fact of his 
baving undergone such a remarkable ex- 
perience, the old grocer and ex-voyager re- 
told the story ina plainly graphic way that 
added muck te ite imberent interest and 
effectiveness. 

BEGINNING OF A FATEFUL VOYAGE. 

It was im May, 18883, said Mr. Ostermayer, 
„that a party of employees of the American 
Fur „ of which I was one, left St. 
Louis in a. liittie steam boat bound 
up the Missour! River to Fort Union, 
about twenty-five miles above the mouth of 
the Yellowstene, and mear Fort Buford, in- 
tending to go from there te Fort Benton in 
Mackinaw boats. The band was under com- 
mand of Capt. Culverson, an oOflicer of the 
fur company, and numbered 100 strong. We 
were accompanied by Oapt. Hatch of the 
United States army, and carried a stock ef 

oods and merchandise to exchange with the 

ndian tribes and white trappers of that coun- 
try forfurs. It was expected that the voyage 
would take six months time, and the American 
Fur Oo. had engaged us fer that period, 
their contract requiring them to bring us baer 
to St. Louis. As it happened we never reached 
Fort Beuten, and instead of getting back to 
St. Louis within six months it was just one 
year before I returned, after an experience 
gave me spon of the fur company 
service fer the rest of my life. 

‘CORDELLING’ ON THE MISSOURI. 

“Reaching Fert Union three months after our 
etart from 8t. Louis the 100 men and the cargo 
of goers and general stores were transferred 
te the ‘Mackinaw boats in which the rest of 
the voyage was to be made. These boats were 
something like the old-fashioned flatboats of 
early days, the largest ope of our fleet being 
about forty feet long. They were propelled 
by oars, six on each side, and the rowers 
were boatmen of our party, mostly ef French 
blood. Istill remember well the steersman 
of the Mackizaw in which I was, a Frenci# 
man named Paul, a light-hearted, reckless 
fellow, always singing, r or laughing. 
and never low-spirited. The manner in which 
the voyage west on the Missouri to Fort Benton 
was to be made in these beats was whut was 
called ‘cordeliiag,’ and was as full of fun and 
variety as it was of bard work. Where the 
river was deep we went along splendidly, the 
twelve oe keeping stroke by singing, 
and handling the heavily loaded boat as easily 
asifit was aracing shell. When we struck 
the shallows in the river, however, which was 
quite often, all hands bad to take to the water 
and then the Mackinaw was ‘cordelied’ 
along, pushed, shoved, lifted and: 
Gragged, until we reached the deep water 
again. Atthe rapids which we encountered 
every now and then, where the river ran so 
ewiftly as to make the passage dangerous, the 
cargo of goods was too valuable to be risked 
and had to be unloaded and carried along the 
river bank by themselves, while the boats 
shotthe rapids under the guidance of the 
boatmen alone. 

TRADING WITH INDIAN TRIBES. 

„The voyage proper ended when we reacned 
the Trudith iver, this side of Fort 
Benton, for here we met ai large 
body of Indians, Blackfeet Fiatheads 
and other tribes, who had come down from 
Fort Benton to meet us. Here we unicaded 
all the goods, and the trading with the Indians 

as carried on by officers of the fur company. 

fe camped on the banks there for quite a 
time, until the merchandise had all been dis- 
posed of. Then for some reason, which I 
never fully understood, instead of being 
brought back to St. Louls, according to our 
contract with the company, We were taken 
back to Fort Pierre, now Pierre City, 8. D., 
aed were then paid off and went out of the 
fur company’s service. The men were left to 
do as they pleased, either to form parties and 
make thelr way back to St. Louls down the 
Missouri, or to secure employment for the 
vinter, which, owing to many stoppaxes and 
much loss of time, was then beginning, and 
come back im the spring with some of the fur 
company’s hands. 

TWO HOMEWARD-BOUND PARTIBS. 

„Gen. Harney, commanding the United 
States troope in that country then, came to 
Fort Pierre while we were there, having re- 
turned {row Indian figirting along the Littie 
Biue River.Many of the men were bired by bim, 
some of them enlisting as soldiers, but a few 
of us were anxious to get back to the ‘States,’ 
s all this part ot the country was called is 
those days, and determined to make the trip 
that winter. Two parties left Fort Pierre 
about the same time, cach numbering nine 
men. in my party, strange as it seems, there 
was but one rife, dnd that had been bought 
at Fort Pierre. The other party was well 

ed, and both carried provisions of jerked 
and coffee, sufficient, we thought, to last 

us unt we struck oivilization, counting 
gemething on the game we might kill on the 
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could not sleep after once waking. 0 
It was the prettiest night lever saw la my 
life. but I laid there and prayed for daylight 
all the same. I spent all the next day looking 
for my party, but without success, and when 
night came again I made up my mind to start 
the next morning for the Missouri River aad 
make my way down along its shores. I had no 
un, nor food of 2 kind, and for four 
ays lLilved onthe wild rosebuds, breaking 
them open and eatingthe seed. I took the 
route along the river because I knew that 
there I%tood more chance of running across 
some party of Sioux Indians,who were friend- 
ly, and who would give me something to eat. 

„Wulle alone the way I was caught by a 
prairie fire which swept almost to the 
river banks. I was far out on the prairie 
when I heard the roar 
coming towards me. I 
run towards the river, 
too weak, and realizing that the fire was 
bound to overtake me, I tried a plan which I 
had heard of as having been practiced success- 
fully. [laid down on the prairie until the 
fire was so close that I could bear the heat no 
longer, and then I dashed through the flames 
to the point already burnt over. I got 
through without beingbadly burned, but the 
ground was totally covered 
with live my moccasins were 
burned through until, when 
ees to the river, my feet were bieeding and 

listered. Itore my jacket inte strips and 
bound them about my feet for moccasias and 
then kept on dewn along the river. I was al- 
most starving, having no food but the wild 
rose-buds, and was beginning to lose ail hope 
of being rescued. 

RESCUED BY A TRADING- BOAT. 

On the fourth day, following a bend of the 
river, lsuddenly saw what I thought was a 
chimney. Thenas I looked, two chimpeys 
came into sight, and 1 realized that 
they were the smoke stacks of a steamboat. 
Icould berdly believe my eyes et first, and 
thought maybe I was goiag crazy as men do 
sometimes wher they are lost and starving to 
death. Butthe smoke stacks remained in 
sight, and I began running towards them as 
fast as I could. When I reached the river 
bank the people om the boat saw me, and 
knowing that a solitary white man in that 
part of the world must be lest and in 

bad way, the boat was stopped. 

It could not be brought to the shore, as 
the banks shelved gradually out into the 
river, but the yaw! was sent to me and I was 
taken aboard. 

**I shall never forget the name of that boat. 
It was the ‘Grey Cloud, and its captain was 
John T. kedtord, a gentleman whow I after- 
wards met many times in St. Louls. They 
were beund up the river on a trading trip,and 
finally laid up at Penca ISland, 
near Fort Randall. Two com- 
panies of dragons under Maj. How 
were stationed there, and they tried to get me 
to enlist, but I was still determined to get 
back to St. Louis. Iremember that the sol- 
diers camped in Indian ‘tepees’ instead of 
regulation tents, and I slept under one of 
them with a trooper for several nights. I was 
told that in eight days the mail carrier beund 
for Sieux City would leave the camp, and I 
resolved to go with him. The mail was slung 
in sacks acrosB a pony’s back, and the 
mall carrier made the trip on foot. 
The snow was about two feet deep, and the 
night before the mail carrier was to leave the 
camp a heavy snewstorm came up, and the 
trip to Sioux City was looked on as eo danger- 
ous that I gave up the idea of going with him 
and made up my mind to spend the winter in 
that country. Capt. Redford gave me work 
to do as one of the boat's crew. 

GEN. HARNEY AND THE DESERTERS. 

‘*‘While we were laid up at Ponca Island 
Gen. Harney came down from 
Fort Pierre and shortiy afterwards two men 
ofthe second party that had started from 
Fort Pierre, right after the party I was with, 
also showed up. They told a terrible story 
of the sufferings of 9 in the snow- 
storms on the prairies, and said they bad left 
the others freezing and starving to death, 
some ofthem already so badly frogen that 
they could not move. There were some In- 
dians camped near the dragoons, and they 
prom ised to gO back on the 
prairies and rescue the party. When 
Gen. Harney heard of the pian 
and of the men who were in the party left en 
the prairie, he said that two of them were de- 
serters from the army, and swore that he 
would hang the first Indian who made a move 
to rescue them. Oneof the two men who 
reached the camp was one of those deserters, 
and a party of soldiers sent out by order of 
Gen. Harney found the other two survivors 
afterward. They bad lieft the place where 
Ave of their party had frozen to 
death, and no attempt was made 
to return to it. One ot tne men who had re- 
mained in camp until bis five comrades froze 
to death disappeared sbortiy afterwards, and 
was never heard of again. The other one 1 
saw the following spring in Sioux City, and 
he told of the suffering of the party, ending in 
the death of five men. It was a stery that 
made my blood run cold, and I cannot now 
think ot the poor fellow who lived to teil it 
without the tears coming to my eyes. 


DRIVEN DESPERATE BY CANNIBALISM. 

„His name was Henry Katz. When ne left 
St. Louis with the fur cempany’s expedition 
he was a steady, cheerful, hard-working 

oung fellow. When I met him in Sioux City 
— was drinking himeeif to death, wild, reck- 
less, „ and desperate. One night 1 
talked with him about his conduct and told 
him he was killing himself, 

„That's what I want to do,’ be said earn 
estly. ‘I want to die, and the soomer the 
better.’ 

Then told me in a way that 
made me know his story was 
true, that during the last days of their 
suffering on the prairie he and his companion 
had lived on the raw flesh of their dead com- 
rade. Katz said they had to eat it to escape 
starvation, but that he had never been able 
torid bimself of the memory, and that it 
baunted him every moment of his life. He 
said thatthe party was caught ina snow- 
storm on the prairie. They lay under the 
snow, wrapped in their biankets, for two 
nights and a day, as it was so cold 
above the surface thata man would freeze to 
death in afew minutes. Several of the party 
broke through the snewon the second night 
and they were the ones whose limbs were 
frozen. When the storm went down and it 
grew warmer, these men could not travel, 
aud they were dragged to the shelterof a 
ravine near by. Ihen two of the party started 
out across the prairie for help and 
two remained with the five frozen 
mon, Four of the latter died within 
a few days after the storm, but the fifth lin- 
gered for nearly a week. His companions 
remained with him, and it was during that 
woeful watching that they were forced to eat 
human flesh to keep alive. Katz told me that 
he hardly knew what he was doing, but that 
husger seemed to drive all other eonsider- 
ations out of his mind, and that he cut pieces 
of flesh from the frozen bodies of his dead 
companions and devoured the meat raw while 
waiting for the last man to die. 

His comrade did the same and the two men 
lived for several days on this horribie food. 
The flesh they ate was out from the trunk and 
thighs of the dead men, Katz said that their 
stomachs revolted atitand their minds were 
filled with the horror of such a thing, but 
that hunger would force them back to it again 
and ayain. 

FLIGHT FROM THE HORRIBLE CAMP. 

‘*Finally the üfth man died and Katz and his 
comrade resolved to strike out acress the 
prairie and either come up with human beings 
or else die far away trom the ravine where 
they had practiced cannibalism in such a hid- 
eous manner. The poor man said they ran 
away from the five corpses as though afraid of 
being egy see by them, and could not rest 
until they bad placed many miles between 
them and that awiul camp. They were found 
wandering on the prairie by the soldiers sent 
eut to look tor them. Some days later the 
camp iteelf was found aed the bodies of four of 
the dead men had been hacked and mutilated 
with knives. Katz’s companion left the sol- 
dGiers as soon ashe could, and haspurposely 
disappeared from the world of all who knew 
him. Katz bimeelf made no effort to stop 
drinking, and acted like aman haunted con- 
tinually by some awful terror which he could 
not shake off. Drunk or sober, he was des- 
perate and quarrelsome, and about two 
months after be told me his story the poor 
fellow was shot and kilied in a quarrel which 
he had provoked. 

RETURN TO Sr. LOUIS. 

„I got back to 8t. Louis in the spring of 
1886, said Mr. Ostermayer in conclusion. 
„hen for two yearel wandered about more 
or less, and once more settled in St. Louis, 
where I kept a little grocery store. Thirty 

ears ago I came here to Baden, and have 
ived right on this piece of property ever 
since. I moved here on Camp Jackson Day,’

ABOUT WOMEN. 


Their Presence at Climics at Bellewue—A 
Woman in Cap and Gown. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY Posr-Disr Aron. 
NEW Tonk, Nov. 11.—The young women 
who are studyiag at the Woman's Medical 
College of the New York Infirmary have nice 
interesting times when they attend the clinics 
at Bellevue Hospital. Some of these times are 
so nice and interesting that if the young 
women were not uncommoniy plucky they 
would be tempted occasionally to give up the 
pursuit of knowledge as she islearned. The 
Bellevue clinics have been for a good number 
of years open to girl students, and the 


white-haired and kindly Dr. 
Blackwell arranges her 
tures to ocertain classes 


Bellevue. The amphiteater up under the 
roof where the clinics are held is always full 
and sometimes crowded, and the little group 
of quiet, uncomfortably expectant girls, who 
keep one another’s courage up as cheerily as 
they are able, are obliged to face some hun- 
dreds of the most riotous youths onthe face 
of this notespecially courteous planet, who 
shout and catcall and hiss until the more timid 
damsels feel their hearts dropping down, 
down to their boots and wildly fluttering up 
to their throats again. 

It is one of the beauties of the situation that 
the tiers of seats rise row upon row so steeply 
that the giris, who enter at the very top, are 
sighted on the instant by the pack, which im- 
mediately bursts into full cry, while its vic- 
tims. feeling their way behind the po backs 
of the upper benches, get hardly a glimpse of 
their tormentors, the uproar being all the 
more confusing from that sense of eyes which 
vou cannot see seeing you. 

Atone ofthe first clinics this autumn it 
bappened to two of the younger girls, unused 
to the wavs of the place, to take the elevator 
which landed them onthe main floor where 
the professors enter, instead of climbing 
by the stairs to the to behing, 
Their appearance was the signal for such 
storms of yells and hisses that as they 
mounted with downcast faces to their accus- 
towed lofty, yet humbie posts of observation, 
the blood tingled to their finger tips and to 
the ends of their very longest tresses of hair. 

No girl goes to Bellevue alone, but as one 
little knot of two or three gets its greeting 
and then another, those seated first take a 
melancholy and uneasy sort of interest in the 
noting, as dainty little hat after hat comes 
into view above, who get off half stunned 
only and who are deafened with even more 
than common noise. Seated? If there are nit 
seats enough no man offers one to a woman, 
though [remember hearing a pretty girl re- 
count last week the galiantry ofa student 
who recommended to her ‘‘a better place to 
lean on the rail.’ When there are vacant 
chairs, if the upper seats are taken, not all 
the girls have courage to run the gauutiet of 
tongues and descendto any place below, so 
that at Believue clinics the spectacie is fa- 
miliar of a bunch of rather forlorn young 
women taking their notes standing and hud- 
died together in good position for reaching 
the door. 

The Bellevue students de not rotten egg the 
giris and have no such intention of driving 
them out as was manifested in barbaric days, 
not long past, at EdinWurgh. One ofthem 
says on behalf of his fellows that to hiss and 
yell at the girisis evidence of good comrad- 
ship because that isthe way the young men 
treat one another. At the Post Graduate Hos 
pital the students have made wonderful ad- 
vances toward becoming gentlemen and the 
young women who attend the lectures get a 
much pleasanter reception. 

A WOMAN IN CAP AND GOWN. 

I went to hear her the other day, and 
though a law lecture is no subject for mirth, I 
siniled to see that she abates no jot of her cos- 
tuming privileges. In the time-honored 
academic robes she looks slender and tall and 
her grey eyes shine. ‘‘Portia’’ was young 
and handsome, while the new lecturer at the 
University of the City of York is a quiet, not 
especiaily noticeable woman with a flock of 
rollicking children.

After he met him, 
it did not take Mr. Depew an hour to discover 
that the Prince wasa very different kind of 
individual from what has been so often pié- 
tured ia the United States. ‘‘Instead of find- 
ing a man devoted only to the sports of the 
Held, the frolics of the board, and the chase,’’ 
De said to me, *‘I met a thoughtful dignitary, 
filling to the brim the requirements of bis ex- 
alted position. In fact, a practical 
as well ae * theoretical student 
of the mighty foroes which control the gov- 
ernment of all great countries and make their 
best history.’’ The American was quick to 
discover the consummate tact of which the 
Prince seems to be the master, and which en- 
ables him to harmonize all shades of opinion, 
no matter bow aggressive, provided they are 
in position to be regarded as factors in polit- 
ical, professional and social Iife. ‘‘Thisis a 
very important support to the best hopes 
of royalty in this country, said Mr. Depew,

san. From the Prinoe to the street arab every 
class studies all sorte of sports, and takes an 
interest in them, if they cannot afford to take 

t in them and they look upon a winner in 
mn any game with more admiration than upon 
ia. Royalty gots little more out 
of thie than the workman, for all classes here 
willtake their share of pleasure which is a 
large one, and despite the talk we hear at 
home about oppression, etc., there is no 
country on the face of the earth, that I have 
ever seen where so much is done for the care, 
protection and pleasure of the common peo- 
ie as in Great Britain. To this end the 
ince of Wales has been a very 
Prominent factor as Mr. Depew very 
soon observed, and he also readily saw 
that it is not the few in this country that have 
ali the chance, but the many also have their 
share in the game of this life. That is why 
London is always deserted from Saturday un- 
til Monday, and you cannot get a meal of 
victuals at any restaurant in town uatil after 
6o’clock Sunday evening.

Mr. Depew discovered all these things with- 
out amepand that was why he put his legs 
under the mahogany of the Prince and en- 
oyed his society. hat may be more aston- 
shing to his countrymen is that he did net 
come away to criticise his host’s dinner and 
express his amazement that after all he was 
not a thoughtiess, reckless man, ac is the 
popular supposition ln the new world, whose 
mind ran only to the follies of life. But he 
gid say that he found a most delightful 
companion and a man who took a very 
serious view ot hie duty and of all that per- 
tained to his exalted station. He did remark 
that the Prince was a very careful student of 
the habite and customs of all the countries 
about him and that be had not nexlected 
America in his investigations. Mr. epew 
was free, after his first, second or third sit- 
ting with the Prince, to say that he was very 
familiar with Amerivan institutions and bad 
a decided partiality for the ceuntry that 
the same tongue as his own.

not * article astonished 
that the rince did not re- 

eople as a nation of boors and row- 
dies, although it is somewhat remarkable 
that he did not, after the manner in which 
they have talked and written about him. But 
the great lawyer has rubbed up against men 
long enough to discover that no man wins 
and keeps a dig place inthe world’s affairs 
without he has some elements of sterling 
merit to entitie him to his holding. 

The orator, statesman, financier and ex- 
ecutive officer of ourcountry was both sur- 
prised and delighted to meet atthe Prince's 
table, Sir Charles Russell, the most brilliant 
advocate and lawyer iu all England, butan 
ardent Irlah Home Ruler, and several otber 
gentiemen equally crosa-grained, or cross- 
opinioned, asto the present policy of the 
Government. In the heated condition of 
politics in this country, where party lines are 
so often if not so generally marked by social 
animosities, it does seem 11 little 
strange to find these incongruous elements 
atthe royaltable. But Mr. Depew very soon 
discovered as he sald that the Prince of Wales 
wasshrewd in keeping in touch with those 
elemente of opposition, and while being in 
perfevt barmony in social life, making his 
position with them one of pleasure and ver- 
hape of substantial profit to himself here- 
after, when he may oome to the head of 
affairs and broaden his sphere of usefulness.

FUIURE OF THE CHINESE, 


The President efthe Imperial College at 
Peking Talke About It. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POsT-DISPATOR. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—I had a talk to-day 
with Rev. Dr. Martin, President of the Im- 
perial College at Peking. He bas just come 
from Ohbina and be ie spending afew months 
in America in getting out a book on the phil- 
osophy and education of the Chinese. 

There is, perhaps, no man in the world out- 
side Cnina who is better posted on the Chinese 
and their Government than Dr. Martin. For 
the past thirty years he has been one of the 
leading Chinese officials, and though he is an 


American he draws a big salary from the Em- 


peror of China and he is employed to take 
charge of the college which educates the 
oung Ohinamenand Tartars of — 2 degree 
n our sciences. Many ofthe best Chinese 
Giplomate who now represent 
at foreign courts are 
ates of Dr. Martin’s 
he tells me that the college 
pupils and that these pupils receive regular 
salaries from the Emperor, while they are in 
college, and they are sure of Governwent po- 
sitions if they pass the examinations. He tells 
me that the Chinese youth is fully as bright 
as the American youth, and he predicts a 
great change in China when our Knowledge 
shall become widespread. 

l asked Mr. Martin whether he thought the 
Chinese people had deteriorated and whether 
the nation bad passed its prime. He replied: 
‘“*I think that the Ohinese mind is as bright 
to-day as it has ever been, and it seems to me 
that the Chinese are to be one of the four 
great peoples of the future. These four will 
be the Germans, the Anglo-8axons, including 
the English and the Americans, and the Chi- 
nese, and I think that Chipa will held its 
position with the rest. You do not 
get the best products of China in 
your Chinese population. Those who have 
come to this country have been mainly from 
the south of China, where the people are the 
poorest, and only the pocrest and most ig- 
norant have come to this country. The peo- 
ple ofthe North are taller and better built. 
They are strong-limbed and they have fine 
faces. They donot desire to emigrate, and 
though the Chinese Government does not feel 
at all pleased at the treatment she bas received 
from America, it is not at allanxious to have 
its people come to this country. I think the 
action of Conuress in expelling the Chinese 
has materially injured the American interests 
in the Far East, andI donot apprehend that 
Americans will ever get the concessions as to 
railroads and banking which they expected to 
obtain afew years ago. You ask we as to the 
young Emperor.

|e, a wy for such drink 
desire to ane a dose of romantic 
sentiment with the golden fluſd from the 
bumper, and the vine-clad battle ments of the 
terrace of Burgh Krass, between whose 
merions we gaze upon the constant glittering 
of the surface of the River Rhine, are as gen- 
ulne as the chiseled seutcheons above the 
modern tavern sign. 

There afe many such places of pilgrimage 
throughout the Rhine district, and as one 
— by a pretty villa here and there, which, 
ike that of the Jobannisberg, crowns its own 
vineyard, with the softly spiashiag stream on 
one side, another celebrated spot is reached 
within an hour’s time, the Burgomaster“ 
of Walluf. I know of nothing more enjoyable 
to do than to linger in the deep, broad 
shadows of the ‘‘wine-garden,’’ situated im- 
mediately on the banks of the river sipping 
one of the select brands which the ‘*Burge- 
master’’ reserves for connoisseurs. As this 

int the river expands into a broad lake, 
yond whose shining surface dawn the im- 

posing steeples of the Cathedral of the 
‘Golden Ojty of Malns, whiie a wreath of 
verdant forest hilis on the opposite shore 
frames the charming picture.

In what then dothe favorable conditions 
consist, which make the ‘‘Rheingau’’ the 
wine paradise of the world? First of all, the

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like describing the fragrance of the rose or 
the song of the nightingale, and the safest 
way Iknow of for bringing theoretical con- 
viction to the climax of personal enthusiasm 
is to drink them. Klopstock, the famous 
poet, sings the praise of the ‘‘gold of Hoch- 
hein’’ in the following enthusiastic lines: 


Thou breath'st a fragrance like the evening's balm. 
Like flowers by the water's edge exhale; 

Thou art serene, not glow ig, gentle, kind, 

Yet strong withal, and free from idle froth. 


This high-flown encomium might well be 
supplemented by the opinion, which phys- 
iclans have expressed, that the noble Rhine 
wine is full of rejuvenating, dietetic properties, 
and the lucky possessor of a private wine- 
cellar points with pardonable pride to the 
venerable sarcophagus, in which for a 
hundred years or more the spirit of some 
noble vintage has been imprisoned. Noother 
wine retains its excellence and fire at so great 
an age. 

Here we are on the terrace of the Johan- 
nisberg’’ Castle. Here spreads before one’s 
vision by far the largest portion of the Rhen- 
ish wine paradise. Along the bangs of the 


Rhine between the villages of Erbach and 
Haltenheim gleamsa norrow stripe of vine- 
clad térritory, which produces the most prec- 
lous brand, the noble n ee 
little further on beyond the billes of Hallgarten 
the top of the ‘‘Scharfenstein’’ ruin is visible, 
and in ite friendly shadows thrives the flery 
Graffenberger andthe excellent Kledricher. 
Protected by the brawny forest-arms of the 
*‘*Rabenkopt,’ the Reuentbaler hills stretch 
and crane thelr necks. In the sunshine not far 
away the eye catches aglimpse bere ana 
there of the high wall that guards the treasure 
of the Steinberg against the trespasses of 
covetous invaders, while rlant at our feet lies 
the most extensively cultivated of 
ALL WINE LANDS, 

the Johannisberg. In the valley to our left 
grows the flower of Castle Vollraths.’’ 
Branching off tothe right we observe the 
Geisenbeimer and Elbinger stores, overtopped 
by the terrace-like structure of 
the Ruedesheim Mountain as it 
fades away in the biue miets of the 
ether. Hidden behind the back of this moun- 
tain lies Asmannshausen, so that it does not 
come within the precincts of this panorama, 
and very properly so,for the lands which 
compose the ‘‘Khein-Gau’’ repudiate the pur- 
pie blood of its vintage. 

In former days the Rhenish wine-district 
extended much further up the stream than it 
Goes at the present time, and during the thir- 
teenth century the cultivation of wine wus 
carried on as far north as the boundary lines 
of Holland. Even atthe beginning of the pres- 
ent century the Benedictine Abbey of 8t. 
Panteleon did itself proud in the production 
of its famous ‘’Bischofeberger.’’ But the 
thirty years’ war destroyed nearly ali the 
wine lands of that more northern territory, 
and the world-wide renown of the Rhine wine 
is confined almost exclusively to the vintages 
grown in what is calied the Rhein- Gau. 

The little city of Eltville was the capital of 
this peculiar estate, It was formerly called 
Altavilia, and is at the present day one of the 
very few places on the banks of the 
Rhine whose original charm bas not been 
destroyed by rallway lines and embank- 
ments. As we land at the little pier, 
which stretohes far out into the river, Eltville 


The nigh mountain walls of the Taunus end 
the hills of the Rneingau afford ample shelter 
against dangerous northern winds, and the 
Alpe of the Binger Loch, as well as the 
hills of Schierstein, close in the sides of this 
fertile vale. To the glorious gift of the 
sun the broad expanse of the river 
adds its reflective warmth, and the slaty 
stone e the ground from cool- 
ing off too suddenly at night. These remark- 
ably favorable conditions of location are sup- 
Plemented by the peculiar nature of the 
ferriginous argil soll.

The Abbey of Eberbach was always held in 
high esteem and wad at all times liberally en- 
dowed with privileges and franchises of all 
kinds by the Papal Chair. At the present day 
the grand buildings of the once splendid ab- 
bey have been turned into a prison, and 
notbing is left unaltered in the 
original construction 01 the game 
but the old cloister chureh, which 
to-day is used as the State vauit for the stor- 
age of such noble vintages asthe Stienberg, 
the Markobrunn, Graefenber, Ruedesbeim 
and Ranenthal. The walis of the arched 
space, where in former days the alters stood, 
are lined with the white, clean aums, pro- 
vided with shining brass cranes, and the 
colossal wine presses. But the flower of 
flowers, the acme of all vintages, the famous 
„Eberbach Vabinet,’’ is kept in the so- called 
Sanctuary, a house opposite the former 
church, girded by double wails and thick 
bedges to ge out the heat of vow fs 

Following the path which wiads slong the 
mountain side, we reach Kiedrich in about an 
bhour’s time after leaving the Abbey. Aside 
from its fame as a wine village, Kiedrich 
possesses in the St. Michael's Chapel, a jewel 
of gothic architecture, which seeks its match 
tar and near. Not far from Kiedrich we come 
upon the Rauenthaler Hills. Their product is 
an opstart, which, like the Steinberg, has 
come into renow only since the beginning of 
the present 0 In the month of August, 

. e city fathers of Frankfort treated 
their chests, members ofthe German Sover- 
eigns’ Congress, with Rauenthaler wine at 9 
thalerthe bottie, and ever since that time 
this brand is called the ‘‘Sovereiagns’ wine. 

In a secluded corner between the villages 
of Erbach aud Hattenheim is found the spot 
where ers the fragrant, delicious gold of 
the Markobrann on barely twenty-three pre- 
clous acres.

This property was formeriy a wealthy con- 
vont, but passed into the hands of Prince 
Metternich in 1816, as the roval gift of the 
owers of the alliance to the 
amous statesman for his remark- 
able services. The „Cabinet wines 
ot the Johannisberg vintage are sold only in 
bottles, and the noblest juice ot all is reserved 
for Prince Metternich’s private use, and for 
gifts, which he likes to make to friendly royal 
houses. Aajde from the conditions of loca- 
tion, fruit and soll, the Johannisberger owes 
its superiority over all wines of the world to 
the peculiar treatment of ite vintage. The

The story goes that he saw 
the sum melting gthe snow on Ruedes- 
heimer hilis earlier than elsewhere, which 
circumstance induced shim to lay ovt vine- 
ards on these hills. For a long time only one 
Ind of wine was known, Dut later on a dis- 
tinction was made according to the properties 
of the ground, the kind of grapes that 
were wn, ete. At the present time the 
— industry of wine-growing is more or 
ess governed by the subtie laws of scienc 
and the care, for instance, which is bestowe 
in the districts of Steinberg and Johannisberg

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spreads out before usin the full splendor of 
Rhenish romance and antique beauty. Here 
and there acastie turret emerges from its 
proud seclusion to testify to the former pomp 
and grandeur of long forgotten generations. 
A chureh built of the red sandstone so com- 
mon along the banks of the Rhine denotes 
by its dimensions and powerful execution, 
that it was once worthy of being the seat of 
an Archbishop and later on an Arch Duke. 
Its court yard is shaded by ancient linden 
trees and skirted by silent, mysterious- 
looking houses, the erstwhile habitations of 
the clergy. Among them there is one partic- 
pee venerable corner—the littie house in 
which tbe disciples of Gutenberg executed the 
famous prints, which spread throughout the 
world Eltvilie’s fame of being one of the 
original refuges of 
THE NOBLE BLACK ART. 

But asthe vame ot many a generation has 
been scattered to the winds their castle gates 
have opened to admit modern trale 
and commerce, In one of them 
a champagne factory is tocated, tbe 
well known brand of Matthaeus Muelier;’’

The summit of the Ruecesheim Mountain is 
crowned with the oft-praised beeoch-grove of 
the Niederwald, and the national monument 
erected ia honor of Germanys unity. The 
Ruedesheimer is the most popular of Rhine- 
wines. Ite strong Bouquet has a certain 
poetic favor, and even before the powerful 
statue of the Germania cast its shadows over 
the vine- clad sides of the hill, the vintage of 
Ruedesbeim was considered the German wine 
par excellence. To-day its popularity is 
double what it was before.

T is at this day a very 
trite remark, that 
Truth is stranger than 
fiction,’’ and in the 
course of a iong and 
active life, in which ex- 
periences have been 
abundant and ample, 
and observations of the 
experiences of other 
men wide and iIntense- 
ly interesting, no one story of the affairs of 
individuals or families, that has come to my 
knowledge, as thoroughly proves the truth of 
the old maxim, ab the following tale of a for- 


tune. The death ofthe estimable gentieman 
named in the dispatch quoted above, 
brings to mind one of the most 


Tomantic stories of the strange mutations in 
the fleeting course of riches, which no novel- 
lot has eurpassed. Ue was the fourth of the 
family upon whom the Shower of Gold’’ 
Zell, but like all heirs who preceded him, he 
lived only a few years, relatively, in which to 
enjoy his immense wealth. When Henry 
Grafton Dulaney reached his majority,sixteen 
years ago, not only all the original vast 
amountof money of the great estate became 
his absolutely, but the accumulated com- 
pound interest on an income of $80,000 a year, 
for nearly two decades, made his annual re- 
ceipts in cash, more than $100,000, with which 
amount he was extremely liberal. He was 


a thorough high-toned gentieman in 
the most rigid acceptance. of the 
term; he was observed and tested 


crucially by bundreds of discerning men dur- 
ing his short career, aud the verdict unani- 
mously accorded bim, asl have stated. Mr. 
Dulaney was modest and retiring, shrinking 
from the hypocrisy of society and avoiding 
all ostentation. lle was tall, delicately 
formed, very aristocratic in tone, bearing and 
Gemeanor; of delicate tastes, fine instincts, 
mever wounding any one by word or deed. 
He had a difheult lite to lead with the vast 
amount ot wealth at his command, and, of 


Course was the observed of all observers; he

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was belovei by all who came in contact with 
him, and as he developed into manhood ii 


was pleasant to note in himacontinual eleva- 
tien of character, for he believed that ons in 
his exceptional condition of life had a propor- 
tionately high duty to perform; that it was 
expected of him, consequently he tried to 
live up to a hig moral standard in all the 
delicate observances of polite society. It was 
with himina higher degree than the writer 
bas over witnessed elsewhere, truly a ‘‘No- 
biesse oblige.** He was manly in his tastes 
and habits, loved hunting and riding, in botu 
of which accomplishments be excelied. 

He virtually hid himselfin the wilds of Mon- 
tana for two years and for the last ten in Eu- 
rope—to avoid, as he told the writer, noto- 
riety and the personal criticism of his move- 
ments in the dailv papers. 

On attaining his majority and great wealth 
he gave $50,000 to each of his two sisters, one 
brother, and as much to his guardian, his 
father and other needy relatives, bis giits the 
first year amounting to pearly 

HALF A MILLION, 

Very naturally he was the prey of all 
„hark of the human species, some of the 
worst kind, and occasionally was grossly de- 
ceived in the direction of his charities. Dur- 
ing the centennial year, be presented to a 
lady and ber two daughters, 400, at the per- 
sonal solicitation of the mother who declared 
she wished to educate ber wirls and fit them to 
be teachers. One day Mr. Dulaney came 
across them accidentally in Philadelphia en- 
joying the wonders of the great fair,and when 
questioned as tothe diversion of the money 
irom its original legitimate purpose, the 
mother laughingly replied: ‘‘That it was the 
best, most liberaland shortest way that she 
could think of to educate ber daughters’’ There 
are now in Virginia, more than a dozen young 
ladies who have received elegant educations 
at the very best institutions, at Mr. Dulaney’s 
expense, for the last ten years he baving 
made it a rule of bis life to vonstantly keep 
fous girls at different schools, and this was so 
cieverly managed through the medium of a 
lady friend, that those young Women never 
knew, nor do they now, to whom they are 
indebted for thelr magnificent educations. 

The history of the vast fortune, which after 

years fell to the deceased through the 

surgi ie law of primogeniture, is as romantic 
and wonderful as anything in fiction, In the 
late 20s, there was graduated at West 
Point, a brave, dashing, handsome soldier 
mamed Henry Rozier Dulaney. So bright and 
attractive wee he; so noble all bis 
attributes of character and 80 anatomi- 
cally perfect his figure, that Gen. 
Winfleld Scott becoming fascinated with the 
young graduate, appointed him on bis staff as 
one of his aides. After serving a year ortwo 
in that capacity, the General becoming more 
and more attachedtothe handsome soldier 
daily, exerted Sis influence, and succeeded in 
heving young Dulaney detailed to make the 
tour of Europe, ostensibly to examine and re- 
ort upon the status, organization and work- 

— of the Etat Major“ of the English and 
lrench armies, but really to give the boy a 
chance of having a good time abroad atthe 
expense of the nation. With personal letters 
from the General, the proper credentials from

the War Department and private individuals 
of standing in 7 Lieut. Dulaney sailed 
for England, where be was received with all 
honor, and bis career not only a brilliant, but 
ueefulone. Of course he attracted wide and 
critical attention abroad, particularly in 
Vngland, for so short a time had elapsed since 
the warof 1812-15, that an American army 
officer was a ‘‘rara avle, and never seen be- 
fore in foreign countries up to that period, 
except when Gen. Scott himself made bis 
memoradle trip in 1820. Welconred at ali the 
swell clube of London, and having the entree 
to the very highest society, he metthe best 
and most prominent people in the land. 
Dining one evening at an English Regimen- 
tal Mess, Lieut. Dulaney met an officer of 
the ‘‘Guards’’ of the Queen's Household- 
.roops’’ who bore the same name as bim- 
self, ‘‘Dulaney.’’ On naturally comparing 
notes, to trace out the genealogy of their re- 
spective families, it was discovered that they 
were related, having bad for one of their 
common ancesters one Daniel Dulaney, the 
paternal grandfather of Lieut, Dulaney.

When Gen. Scott was told of the proposition 
by Lieut. Dulaney, he broke out in 
one of his passionate gusts of rage, 
and furiousiy condemned and derided fhe 
whole thing; he was disgusted at the idea 
that an American officer should seriously en- 
tertain fora moment the policy of resigning 
his position in the army to become a British 
subject for paltry wealth.

In due time their first or eldest chiid 
was born and it chanced to be a girl; she that 
was the gentle, sweet, short-lived Rebecca 
Dulaney. 

The next child was a boy, the late Oapt. 
Heury G. Dulaney, his mother, who was the 
beautiful and accomplished Miss Fanny Car- 
ter, dyingin giving him birth. In the same 
yearthe surving Lady Hunter“ died. Just 
before ber passing away she learned 
of the death of the mother and the 
birth of the son, leaving as heir 
to the vast estate the girl, who must, 
when she married, have her husband assume 
the family name or ferfeit her virthright. In 
the fall ot that same fatal year the father, 
Lieut. (then Captain) Dulaney, died suddenly 
and was buried in theold family graveyard on 
„Shooter Hl, near Alexandria, Va., where 
yesterday was also interred the last of 

THB ENTAILED HEIRS 
to the ‘‘Ladies Hunter estate. The two 
ehildren now being orphans, one of which 
was the heir apparent and the other beir pre- 
sumptive, guardians and trustees to act in the 
United States for them were appointed by the 
courts. 

The young lady grew up to womanbood, an 
beiress to immense wealth, and when she had 
attained her twenty-first year solved the 
problem ofthe inheritance by marryiag her 


second cousin of the same name, who 
became Col. R. U. Dulaney of the 
gailant Seventh Virgisaia Cavalry, Ashby’s 


own regiment, he succeeding Ashby atthe 
latter’s death. Col. Dulaney and bis charm- 
ing wife resided onthe patrimonial estate, 
‘*Wellbourne Hall, buijt with funds sent 
from Englaud for that purpose, in Loudon 
County; were they lived in eleganee and re- 
finement onan income of $60,000 a year, the 
interest from the principal invested in Eng- 
land in the consols;the great fortune itself, 
being entailed so far as the Virslals laws per- 
mitted, was to fall to hereidest son at her 
death, ortwenty-two years thereafter to the 
surviving son. 

She died very suddenly, the result of an 
awfulaccident the story of-which isas fol- 
liews: Her husbasd had just purchased 
* magnificent pair or thorough- 
pred horses full of spirit and mettie. One 
bright October afternoon he proposed a drive 
to ber, to which she assented. Loudon 
County is beautiful in hill and dale, but the 
roads are broken and cutup by deep, narrow 
streams, on which are the numerous country 
grist mills. She left her beautiful home, ac- 
companied by the French nurse, who heid 
their eldest daughter in her arms, the French 
tutor, and the Colonel, who drove. They 
made afew stops to visit on their way out, 
and on tbeir return descended a long., 
rocky and very steep hill, at the bottom of 


which was an old stone mil, the 
rapid und treacherous stream that 
turned its primitive wheel, crossed by 
a narrow  Obridge. A more dangerous 


place for a runaway than then occurred, 
could not be found in a dozen counties. When 
half way down the long slope the Colonel, up 
to that moment having retained control of 
the horses, then to his horror felt the reins 
giving way, the tongue of their patent buck- 
les was slicing a cut though the middle of 
them, and they immediate/y began to siack! 
Finding that it was impossibie under the cir- 
cumstances

and that he could not even guide them, to 
Save the party from being drowned, as he 
knew that ne could not cross the bridge, but 


that the frightened beasts would madly 
rush into the boll lug flood, he pulled them 
violently aside, imtending to dash them 
against the mill, kill them and thus save 
hie wife and child, and he would have 
succeeded, but unfortunately at the 
instant he reached the spot, the old miller 
rushed out and threw his white flour-stained 
hat atthe horses, which consequently shied, 
do that only one of them struck the wall of 
the mill, and his we, child, the nurse and 
French tutor were all mashed and plastered 
awainst the rough stone sides of the building, 
and fell a mangied and insensible mass to the 
ground! kvery one of them were terribly 
mutilated and uneonscious for days. Mrs. 
Dulaney was carried home, but she was never 
a well woman again, dying shortly after- 
wards. The French maid remained a pen- 
sioner upon the family for years, supported 
and kindly cared for, while the tutor was so 
mangled that on recovery he was handsomely 
paid and sent back to bis native Paris. For 
many years, upto the time of the war, when 
Gen. Sheridan destroyed all the mille in the 
country, the biood-stains from the terribie 
accident were plainly visible on the walls of 
the old structure. 

The beautiful and unfortunate Mrs. Du- 
laney left four children, the first two girls, 
the last two boys, consegquentiy tue eldest 
son, named John, became her heir, who at 
the age of 5 years met his death acoldentally 
by failing off the roof of ‘‘Wellbourne Hall, 
and thus the whole vast property reverted to 
the only surviving male child, Henry Grafton 
Dulaney, just deceased. He became of age in 
1876, and from the death of bis mother all the 
immense income which she had been receiv- 
ing immediately ceased, and for twenty 
years, until he reacbed his majority, it was 
augmented and compounded for him, result- 
ing in the immense yearly sum he died pos- 


sessed of. Of course be was sllowed 
* sufficient amount by his guar- 
dians to educate him elegantly and 
to support bin, but there was 


no puerecageene permitted. He had French 
and English tutors, aud when old enongh was 
pent to the best private schools in the coun- 
try, Dpally graduating at the University of 
Virginia, where he chose the the profession of 
law. His income wes gradually increased 
trom year to year, as he grew up, to accustom 


him to

be was eventually to become possessed of. 
All through his boyhood and young manhood 
he was beloved for his sterling qualities, and 
one would never bave known from him that 
he was the beir to such a vast fortune. 

‘*‘Wellbourne Hall, as it is called, was 
completed in 1850 and was modeled aiter the 
English ‘‘ball’’.of the same name. 

Among the possessions sent over trom Eng- 
land to *‘Wellbourne Hall, on Miss Rebecoa 
Dulaney attaining ber majority and upon her 
marriage, were a serjes of old family ro 
traits, which were hong wa the walls of the 
spacious octagonal picture allery of the 
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by a magnificent lawn, with great sweeping 
drives up to the front-covered carr way. 
One octagonal wing was the library, the other 
the — dining-room, to wnich the kitch- 
en low was connected by a series 
of ‘‘dumb waiters’’ and all ide then newest 
modern appliances. Oonnected with the 
library were billiard rooms and a vo#ling- 
alley, while Immediately inthe rear were the 
massive brick stables and carriage houses 
with apartments above for the grooms and 
house servante. 

Of the treasures nov in the *‘Hall’’ and 
forming part of the estate, are the gold and 
silver services, brought from Eugliand, each 
piece engraved with the ‘‘coat-of-arms’’ of 
the Dulaney family; these services are com- 
plete in every detail, not the smallest 
spoon even missing; they are 4 
locked in a strong stone vault bullt 
adjacent to the dining room and 
number in all 200 separate pleces, valued at 
$60,000. It was all buried in the ground during 
the war, from May, 1861, to December, 1865, 
and Burnside’s army camped over it for many 
weeks, but it was never discovered or dis- 
turbed. The solid gold service, is in all prob- 
ability, the only one of its kind in the United 
States, that is inherited from an ola family of 
the English nobility ana kept intact.

She, however, happily avoided all 


possible complications, and eut the Gordian 
knot by marrying a cousin named Dulaney. 
By the result of aterrible accident she lived 
only eight years of married life after arriving 
at her majority, dying at the age of 28 in 1856. 
Then ber eldest son, John, the legal heir, was 
killed while a mere boy by falling from the 
roof of Wellbourne Hail. Finally Henry 
Grafton Dulaney, after fourteen years of 
short enjoyment of his large fortune, dies 

oung, unmarried, and thus the entail is 
roken, and the vast estate, kept together so 
many years through all the strange vicissi- 
tudes of life, will be scattered to the many 
heirs of the lamented deceased.

Bishep Keane ef the Roman Cathelic U- 
versity Delivers the Dudleian Lecture. 


Sectarian prejudice has fortunately uo foot- 
ing at Harvard College, says the Boston 
Herald. The annual Dudlelan sermon was 
preached on Thursday evening by Bishop 
Keane of the Catholic University at Washing- 
ton, whoappeared in full canonicals in the

Robert Collyer, and a long line of other liberal 
thinkers preacbed before him. In the 
true brotherhood of men there is 
no room for the strife of the sects, and as the 
world grows more and more enlightened this 
principle is more and more forcibly illus- 
trated by the attitude of the leaders of 
thought in progressive nations iike our own. 
Harvard setae a worthy example in this re- 
spect, and ig entitled to all the honor accru- 
ing to those who bend their energies towards 
making the world better and more obedient 
to the golden rule than the survival of tra- 
ditional prejudices would ever permit. 

res Keane in the course of his lecture 
said: 

**I may begin dy thanking the noblest of our 
educational universities for the invitation to 
deliver bere the Dudley lecture. I have felt 
ita duty and a pleasure to accept, though the 
responsibility is a great one. 

‘*When in our better natures we ask our- 
selves, “What am I?" ‘What is expected of 
me?’ and myriads of such questions; they 
ring In our hearts, and will not hush till rea- 
sonably answered. And this ans wer requires 
all philosophy.

LOVELY PRODUCTS OF THE MOST INTEE- 
ESTING OF PLANTS. 


— — — > 


The Chryaanthemum's Origin aud Long Hisa- 
tory—Its Wonderful Kue in Populerity 
Among the Western Natiens—The Great 
Pregress Made in Its Developement and 
Culture—Its Many Good Peints. 


HE most pop- 
ular flowers 
the day isthe chry- 
Santhemum. It 
thrives well in any 
garden, is of the 
easiest possible 
cultivation, a vig+ 
orous grower and 
generous bloomer, 
3 aad out of doors it 
comes into flower in October and November. 
In windows or green-houses we can pro- 
long the chrysanthemum season through De- 
cember; and it affords a large variety of fow- 
ers, from the tiny Chusan daisies, about half 
aninch across, tothe gorgeous blossoms of 
the Japagese varieties,six to ten inches wide. 
It is indigenous to China and Japan. 
Only two distinct species are now recognized 
by botanists, namely, C. indicum (the pom 


** Moonlight’ — Japanese. 
pone), C. morifolium (the Chinese), and C. 
mortfolium var gracile (from Japan). Garden- 
ers, however, cannot even insist that these 
are distinct, for they have demonstrated time 
and time again that all the different types of 
these chrysanthemums may bo raised from 
seed saved from one plant. This is probably 
the result of centuries of crossing. 

The chrysanthemum is the national badge 
of Japan, and nowhere else bas its cultivation 
reached such perfection, or are its finer varie- 
ties more zealously guarded. Common varie 
ties are plentiful enough in the gardens of the 
masses, and easily procurable, but the choicer 
varieties are confined to the imperial gardens 
and the gardens of the nobility,and cannot be 
obtained by outeiders for love or money. Ot 
recent years, however, by one means or an- 
other, some ofthese select varieties are find- 
ing their way westward. Among them may 


be mentioned Mrs. Alpheus Hardy, Louis 
Boehmer, Kiota, Neesima, Gloriosum and 
Lilian B. Bird.

The advent of the Oriental chrysanthemum 
Into European gardens is imperfectiy known, 
but Jakob Breyne,a botanistand merchant of 
Dantzig, in one of his works published in 1689, 
tell. us that the Chinese chrysanthemum was 
then in cultivation in some ofthe celebrated 
gardens of Holland. But we lose sight of it 
asagarden plant in Europe from that time 
sill 1764, when we find it grown in the Apothe- 
caries’ Botanic Garden at Chelsea, London. 
And even then it was unknown in general cul- 
tivation, nor did it get into circulation till 
after 1789, when Pierre Blancard, a Marseilies 
merchant engaged in the China trade, brought 
home three varieties, namely, a white, violet, 
and purple. The first two died, but the latter 
lived, and was largely propagated and widely 
disseminated. In 1790 it found its way into 
England. Between 17% and 1808 eight new 
varieties were imported from China into En-

upon the people that now most every promi- 
nent city bas its annual chrysanthemum ex- 
hibition, where the finest products of cultu- 
ral skill, both in the form of plants in bloom 
and cut flowers, are displayed in their most 
attractive form to an appreciative public. The 
first chrysanthemums seen at any borticaltur- 
elexuibition in this country were in Boston in 
1830, when sixteen varieties were shown; 
these included guilled flame, curled lilac, 
tasselled white, golden lotus, large lilac, 
changeable buff, paper white, crimson, pink 
lilac, white, sem!-quilied white, Park’s small 
yellow, golden yellow, qnuilied lilac and 
quilled white. The firat prizes offered by the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society for chrys- 
anthemumes was in 1861, when $17 were given. 
And the first special chrysanthemum show 
wag held by this society on Nov. 14, 1868, when 
$55 were offered in prizes. But owing toa 
snowstorm and severe cold it was an entire 
failure. In 1879 $150 were offered in premiums 
aud an entire day devoted to the exhibition. 
In 1882 the exhibition was open fortwo days, 
and in 1886 1t was increased totbree days, and 
last year the premiums offered were $741. This 
will give some idea of the increasing popular- 
ity of these deserving flowers.

tightly as they advance in growth, and in this 
way from the very first get shapely, hand- 
some piants. If one’s object is 
CUT FLOWERS 

only then let the plants grow up straight, and 
without any shwrtening, but if handsome 
plants as well are desirable, then the growing 
shoots should be shortened back a little in 
early summer to promote broad, stocky 
specimens. It is not well to shorten back the 
Japanese sorts after the middie of July, the 
Chinese sorts after the end of July, or the 
pompones after the middle of August. 

In September disbudding,in order to obtain 
large flowers, begins. By the time these all- 
summer long row plants come into bloom 
most of them will have uttained avery large 
size, too large, indeed, to render them availa- 
ble for window plants should they be lifted 
and potted. This difficulty is very easily over- 
come, however, by raising a lot of young 
plants from cuttings taken in May, June or 
July. For cuttings use the ends of vigorous, 
succulent shoots, and do not pinch the points 
outofthem. Those young plants may be 
grown along in pots, plunged our of doors, 
or, after being properly rooted, théy may be

But these dates must pale before that when 
the first chrysanthemum show was held in 
Japan. Mr. Yoshida, a nurseryman of Tokio, 
states in the Bulletin d' Arboriculture that 
chrysanthemum shows in Japan date from A.

uca. 

The different types of chrysanthemums are 
known as Japanese, Chinese and Pompone, 
and they are again subdivided into large and 
small flowered forms, incurved and reflexed 
forms, and anemone-centered forme of all 
three. But while extreme cases in the three 
leading classes are very marked, intermed!*te 
forms occur when itis almost impossible to 
decide in which class to rank them—there is 
no rigid line ot demarcation between them. 
The Japanese varieties have very large, 
loosely arranged or broad-spreading bios- 
some; the petals may be flat, straight, @roop- 
ing, ribbon like, twisted, fluted or qullied, or 
long or short, acvording to variety, and a 
large number of this group, when fully open, 
are only semi-doubie. The Chinese incurved 
flowers should be nearly globular and bave 
broad, smooth, regularly arranged petals; 
and the refloxed flowers should be perfectly 
circular in outline, full double, hemispher- 
oidal inform, and with broad overlapping

HOW TO GET LARGE FLOWERS. 

By disbudading and liberal feeding. Just as 
soon as the young flower buds can be seen 
well thin them out leaving only one to three 
of the plumpest and most perfect ones on each 
shoot, for there is more pleasure in one large 
finely formed flower thar ina whole bunch of 
indifferent blossoms. We often see flowers of

good size for Japanese sorts, some varieties, 
as President Arthur and Robert Bottomly, 
when well grown, measure eight to nine 
inches across, and in 1888 blooms of Mrs. 
‘| Frank Thompson measuring ten and one-half 
inches across were exhibited at Orange, N. J.. 
and last November, at Indianapolis, blooms 
ofcyclone measuring eleven inches across 
wereexhibit-d. But large as these blossoms 
may appear unto us, they sink into insignifi- 
cance when compared with the flowers grown 
in the imperial gardens in Japan, where each 
bloom measures fifteen to sixteen inches in 
diameter. In order to obtain such large flow- 
ere each plant is restricted to one blossom. 
For the house, if the plants are growing in 
open or exposed parte of the garden, they 
may be lifted carefully and with good roots 
and a bailof earth attached to their roots and 
transplanted into pote. If lifted and potted 
any time before the end of September ordl- 
nary plants do well enough. Early lifting

florets, The pompones should be fashioned 

like the Chinese forms and very double. They 

are chiefly characterized by the smaliness of 

their biossoms, which varies from half an 

inch to two inches across. Anemone flowers 

have regularly formed quilled floretsin the 
middie of the blossoms, and an outer band of 

fiat, herizontaily arranged ray florets. 

The Japanese varieties are usually very 
vigorous growers and littie subject to disease;

faint. 

A fresh stock of plants should be gotten up 
every year, for young plants, asaruie, are 
thriftier and produce finer flowers than do old 
ones. The common way isto lift, divide, and 
replace the old roots in early spring, or take 
strong, well rooted sprouts from the sides of 
the old plant and set them out. Gardeners 
and florists who bave greenhouses or hotbed 
accommodation usuatiy renew or increase 
their stock from cuttings of the young shoots; 
and this method may be practiced by any one 
alter the lst of April, when the cuttings may 
be inserted ürmiy in pots or flats filled with 
sandy material and kept moderately moist, 
shaded and warm, in the window, frame, or 
out of doors, according to circumstances and 
time of year.

The annual report has just been issued. It 
says: Atthe Annual Commencement in June, 
B. A. degree certificates were granted to 
twelve young women who had passed through 
the whole of the course required by Harvard 
College for that degree and the M. A. certifi- 
cate was granted to a graduate of a former 
year who had fulfilled the Harvard require- 
ments for the corresponding degree. That the 
society gives degree-certificates instead of 
degrees is not peculiar. The same is true of 
Newnbam and Girton... The unique character 
of the Annex work ariges from the fact thas 


the examinations are the same as those of 
Harvard College, thatthe courses of instrue- 
tion are the same, given by the same lustrue- 
tors and that consequently the degree- - 
cate has the intrinsic value of the college de- 
gree. 

Massachusetts sent I1t( out of 1423 students 
last year. Missouri sentone. The freshman 
class for this year, 1890-91, numbers nineteen 
the largest number yet attained, the total 
number of students present being 165, an in- 
crease of twenty over last year. But besides 
these there are many students pursuing spe- 
cial courses corresponding to the same courses 
in Harvard. 

: THE FAVORITE DEPARTMENTS 
of instruction are:Engiish,numvering 164 etu~ 
dents; history, 91; German, 57,and French :

THE UNITED STATES SENATE.

They Are but Onein a Thousaund— He Is stimm 
in the Race—Upon What Mis Friends 
Base Their Hopes—The Alliance People 
Hold the Key—Other Aspirants fer Sena- 
terial Henors. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 15.—There. is less than 
one chance to a thousand for the re-election 
of Senator Ingalls. The Senator is still in the 

racea ad Chairman 
Buchan of the Repub- 
lican State Sentral Com- 
mittee still claims that 
Ingalls will de elected, 
but the majority of the 
Republican leaders here 
admit that there is no 
hope for him. His suc- 
cessor will be named by 
the Alliance, which has

2 ten more than a majority 
on joint ballot. In the 
State Senate, which holde 
Senator Ingalla. over from two years ago, 
there are thirty-seven Republicans, one Dem- 
ocrat and one Alliance man, who was elected 
as a Republican, but has switched over to 
the new party. One Republican Senator— 
Swearingen—died a few weeks ago and the 
vacancy will be filled by special election to be 
called by the Governor sometime before Jan. 
1. The district is strongly Alliance, and will 
electan Alliance man as Swearingen’s suc- 
cessor. Two of the Republican Senators 
Rush and Elliston—are opposed to Ingalis, 
but would probably vote for him in preference 
to an Alllasce man. The complete returns 
from the election for members of the Legis- 
lature show thatthe lower House stands as 
follows: Alliance, 91; Republicans, 25; Dem- 
ocrats, 9. On a joint baliot the strength of the 
three parties will be as follows: Alliance, 93; 
Republicans, 62; Democrats, 10. As it re- 
quires only 83 votes to elect a Senator, the 
Alliance has the Senatorship in their own 

hands and will name the man. 

BUCHAN’S PREDICTION. 

Chairman Buchan said to-day: ‘‘I be- 
lieve that Mr. Ingalls will: get enough 
Alliance votes to elect him. Eight out of 
every ten men elected by the Alliance 
are former Republicans. The old Republican 
instinet will return to enough of them to re- 
turn Mr. Ingalis to the Senate. There is no 
break in the party on the question. Ingalls 
was as fairly nominated for the United States 
Senate as Humphrey was neminated for Gov- 
ernor. The defeat of Ingalis means the defeat 
of the Republican purty. There area few 
Democrats for him and there are afew Alli- 
ance menfor him, so that he will be elected 
the first day of the balloting. He has a much 
easier ght now than in 1879, when he hada 
faction of his own party to ght. 

But the Bepublicans generally have given it 
up and say there is no hope for Ingalls or 
any Republican, The Alliance made its great 
fight against Ingalls. The great issue of the 
campaign with them was Ingalisism. They 
held more than one thousand public meetings 
in the five weeks before election day and in 
everyone of these meetings Ingalis was crit!- 
cised and denounced. His famous interview 
in the New York WORLD was used against him 
by all the Alliance newspapers. They made a 
winnimg Ofght and now that they have de- 
feated him itis notamong the gyi 
that Ingalls will be re-elected by Alliante 
votes. 

There will de a host of candidates for Mr. 
Ingalis’ place. There are already three or 
four in the field. The most prominent is 
Judge W. A. Peffer, editor of the Aunsas 
Farmer. He has been a lie long Republican 
and untilavyear aco, when he took up the 
alliance movement, be had been oneor the 
Republican leaders. He served several years 
inthe Legisiature, in both branches, and he 
was until a vear ago a strong advocate of 

rotective tariff, and was Vice-Presidemt for 
ianeas of the American Protective Tariff 
League. Until a year ago he was associate 
editor of the Topeka Daily Capital, 
the organ of the Republicans of Kansas. 
About nine months ago he started the 
fight against Ingalls, and has been regarded 
asthe leader of the anti Ingails moyement 
ever since. The Xansas Farmer, of which he 
has been editor several years, has always 
been strongly Republican, but it was quickly 
switched over to the Alllance movement by 
Jndge Peffer, and has been the most infiu- 
ential factor in driving the farmers from the 
tepublican party to the Alliance. The Farmer 
has kept up the warfare against Ingalls for 
over a year. Not only that, but Judge Peffer 
took an active part in the campaign and made 
over ome hundred speeches for the Al- 
liance ticke:, in which he devotea 
his time principally to an arraignirent 
of Ingalls. Early in the campaign he clal- 
lenged Ingalis to a pubiic discussion, but the 
Senator ignored dis proposition entirely. 
Peffer willbe the leading candidate of the 
Alliance.

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WILLITS IN THE RACE. 

John G. Willits, the defeated Alliance can- 
didate for Governor, will also be an ‘aspirant 
for the Senatorsbip. He has always lived on 
a farm, has had some experience in the Legis- 
lature but has a very limited education. 
While stumping the State for Governor he 
went about in his plow shoes, jeans pants 
and fiannel shirt and is atypical granger. He 
is wholly anfit for the office of Governor, but 
is popular with the farmers. It is under- 
stood that the officers of the 
Alliance are for him and there is no 
doubt but he will bave a strong following. He 
was atone time a Republican, but went off 
with the Greenback movement, and was one 
of the originators of the Alliance. 

During the recent campaign the Republican 
newspapers published what purported to be 
Mr. Willit’s record, alleging tnat, as admin- 
istrator of his father’s estate, he got away 
with considerable property which belonged 
to hie sister. This was the means of reducing

Gen. John H. Rice of Fort Scott is also a 
candidate for Senator. Until one year ago he 
was one of the most prominent Republicans 
of the State. He was a candidate for ap- 
pointment to the position of Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue forthe district of Kansas and 
claims that Senator Ingalis promised him the 
place. When Leland was appointed Rice 
became disgruntied and has ever since 
acted with the new movement.

The men who ln every county have 
manipulated politics feel themselves at sea, 
and know that there is no hope for them 
unless they can combine irresistible forces. 
With the Alliance heart fired with the hope of 
electing a Presidentin 1892, and obtaining 
money atl percent, as many expect to do, 
nothing will avail.

SUCKER STATE,

The Arsenal Island Case—Dr. Richmend’s 
Suit—Change ia the Auditer’s Office— 
Miners’ Strike Virtually Settled—Medern

PRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 
S 15.—The political situa- 
tion in this State is sub- 
stantially unchanged, 
except that the Demo- 
crats are feeling more 
confident of the elec- 
tion of Gen. John M. 
Palmer to the United 
States Senate. It is 
claimed that two of the 
F. M. B. A. members of the new Legislature 
will vote with the Democrats and that the 
other one may do so, and if he doesn’t 
the gain of a member in Cook County will 
insure the safety of the grand old man. The 
Republicans are laboring hard to createa di- 
version in favor of Cicero J. Lindley in order 
to draw the fire ofthe farmer members. The 
returns from the State have been received at 
the Secretary of State’s office with the excep- 
tien of those from Cook and Jefferson Coun- 
ties. They do not materially change the re- 
suits as announced. 

The principal interest locally is centered 
around the appointments to be made by the 
newly elected Sheriff and Treasurer. Pat 
Murray, the new Sheriff, retired to his farm 
immediately after election, and has not ven- 
tured into town but once since. It is generally 
thought that the chief deputyship will go to 
B. P. Smith, who was Mr. Murray’s most fer- 
midable opponent in the primaries, or to ex- 
County Treasuger Henry Brand. Itis said to 
have been offered to Redick Ridgely, Chair- 
man of the County Central Committee, and 
declined by him. 

ARSENAL ISLAND AGAIN. 

This case, which has been in the courts for 
many years, has become very celebrated, and 
is agaln in the United States Court in this 
city. The interesting legislation is the action

THE TRIAL BEGINS. 

‘*Order!’’ order!“ shouted the usher as 
Justice Butttook hisseaton the bench and 
the great case was instantly begun amid 
breathless silence. Lewis Coward opened it 
by explaining the nature ofittothe jury. He 
remarked that Capt. O’Shea, who one time 
was a member of the Irish Parliamentary 
party and one of Parnell’s friends, was en- 
deavoring to obtain adivorce from his wife 
onthe ground of alleged adultery with Par- 
nell the leader of the Irish party. Parnell 
Genied the adultery and Mrs. O'Shea, 
while denying it, also alleged that 
the petitioner had been gulity of neglect and 
misconduct conducing to adultery (if com- 
mitted); that he had wilifa!:y separated from 
respondert; that be committed adultery him- 
self; that he had been guilty of unreasonable 
delay and cruelty. Capt. O’Shea denied 
these allegstions. 

Mr. Lockwood: ‘‘l appear with Mr. Pritchard 
in behalf of Mrs. O'Shea and take this oppor- 
tunity of stating on her behalf that we do not 
intend to :cross-examine witnesses or call 
amy Witnesses or take any part in these pro- 
ceed lunga. 

This caused great sensation and shouts of 
order. 
THE CASE OUTLINED. 


Solicitor Clarke then opened the case for 
the petitioner. He saia that he, together 
with Mr. Coward, represented Capt. O'Shea. 
The statement just made by Mr. Lockwood 
was certainly news to him asit was to the 
jury. It was an announcement which ser- 
lously altered the position of the case. He 
understood now that neitber Parnell nor Mrs. 
O' Süga would take part in the case. 

Justice Butt: Has no one appeared for 
them? That certainly is news to me also.

guiries apd found that Parnell was 

sented. The case, therefore, was practi 
ungefendeda, although, of course, he 
beund to provide evidence which wo 

isfy the jury, yet it would be no longer n¢ces- 
sary for him to make comments which would 
have been required bad the case been seri- 
ously contested. The pleadings were re 
markable in their character. He 
would be deing injustice to the 
petitioner if he did not occupy 
a short time in stating matters wiick had be- 
come most material to O’Shea’s honor by 
reason ofthe defense upon the record, which 
petitioners filed on the Mth of December last. 
In due time Parnell appeared to the petitioner 
and putinasimple denial of adultery. Mrs. 
O’Bhea did net content herself with that 
denial. Mrs. ©’Shea had made a charge 
against the petitioner of connivance and had 
alleged that he was guliity of adultery 
with her sister, Mrs. Steele. Mrs. O’Sbea 
laid the information respecting these charges 
on June 3, July 2 and Nov. 4. Her statement 
was that from the autumn of 1880 to the spring 
of 1886, both before and after her husband 
had accused her of aduitery, he had lett her 
alone with co-respondent. In 1881 the Captals 
had acoused his wife of adultery many times 
since, which was a very grave and serious 
statement for a wife to make when charged 
with adultery by her husband. Thus he had 
not only been wronged, but ‘insulted as well. 
Clarke was in a position to absolutely and 
completely destroy every possible suggestion 
ef that kind. 


THE LIE OF THE O’'SHEAS. 

Capt, O’Shea and Mrs. O'Shea were mar- 
ried in January, 1867. The Captain belonged 
to an old Irish family and had been an officer 
of the Eighteenth Hussars. Mrs. O’Shea’s 
maiden name was Wood. The marriage took 
place’chortly after the death of her father. 
Mrs. Steele was present at the ceremony. 
From 1867 to 1880 their life was one of un- 
broken domestic happiness. The 
Captain during their married life 
lived at Brighton and also in 
Wellington and Newmarket, where he had 
stables with the usual result. His money was 
aborbed atter he enjoyed luxury for a few 
years. Theeldest boy of the O’Sheas was 
bern in 1867, a girlin 1873, another child in 
1874 and another in 1882 which last died while 
achild. In 1874 Mrs. O’Shea went to live at 
Kitham, where her aunt, Mrs. Evelyn Wood, 
lived. Her auntwas a rich old lady who 
hired a house called Warmhurst lodge for Mrs. 
O’Shea, in which she lived until 1879. In 
1880 the Captain used to stay in London at the 
Times rooms procured for him by Mrs. Wood. 
In 1880, the Captain contested the County 
Clare and was introduced to Parnell. He 
unfortunately asked the co-respondent to 
dinner at the Hotel Bristol. Mrs. O’Shea and 
Mrs. Steele were in the party. Mrs. O'Shea in 
the end of April or the beginning of May, 
1881, returned to Eltham from Brighton and 
immediately Parnell began to visit ber at the 
Lodge. O'Shea knew nothing of this until 
later when he fouad * port 
manteau belonging to the co-respondent 
in the lodge on the morning of July 13, 1881. 
The Captain walked to London asd told Mrs. 
Steele. He aisosent a challenge to Parnell to 
Acht a duel on the continent in the fellewing 
terms: 


THE CHALLENGE TO COMBAT. 
SALISBURY CLUB, Sr. JAMES. 
Charles Stewart Parnell, Eig. 

Sin—W ili you please be so kind as to be at Lisle or 
any other town in the North of France which may 
suit your convenience on Saturday morning, the 
16th inst.? Pleasc let me know by 1 p.m. to-day 
whether to expect you en that day, sol may be able 
to iuform you as tothe sigh of the inn at which I 
shall stay. [await your auswer la order 30 lose no 
time in arranging for a friend to accompany ine. 
(Signed) WILLIAM HENRY O SARA. 
Mra. Steele exerted herself to prevent the 
meeting. Shecalledon Parnell, He assured 
her that he was wholly innocent and prom- 
ised in future not to see Mrs. O'Shea or give 
any cause for suspicion. O’Shea then went 
to Eltham. There a stormy scene ensued. 
One moment he said he would never live with 
her again. She implered him to dismisses bis 
suspicions, the truth of which she denied. 
At last he agreed that their relations should 
remain unaltered. He came to town the same 
day and threw Parnell’s portmanteau out of 
the train at Charing Cross. He believed the 
assurances Parnell had given Mrs. Steele 
and accepted the assurances of his wife. 
Capt. O’ Shea wrote that evening (July 18, 
1881) to Parnell: 

Srn—I have called frequently at the Salisbury Clab 


te- to find you. You are not going abroad? 
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Your baggage is at Charing Cross station. Yours 
obediently, . W. H. O'SHEA. 

Parnell replied the next day stating that the 
surniise about his not going abroad was cor- 

rect. 
N THE HUSH IN THE COURT-ROOM. 
While the Solicitor-General was speaking 
the silence in the court was almost deathlike. 
Here were revelations never heard of before. 
After pausing afew moments for conference 
with his colleagues, Mr. Clarke continued his 
speech with the easy assurance of a man who 
knows he has a sure card up his sieeve. The 
relations, he said, petween Capt. 
O’Shen and wife were then resumed. 
In the autumn of the same year they were in 
Dublia and asked Parnell to supper with 
them. Then Mrs. O’Shea suggested to her 
husband that if Parnell never came to Eltham 
people wouldtalk. Inthe Captain’s presence 
she invited Parnell to come sometimes from. 
Saturday te Monday. O’Shea was then taking 
an dotive part in politics. After Parnell’s 
release from Kilmainham he was staying 
at Eltham. Again in May, 1882, not. 
withstanding his promise he resumed his 
visits at Warmhurst Lodge until 1886. How- 
ever, their children were very young and 
could not attribute any importance to Far- 
neli’s visits. But they afterwards did. Evi- 
deuce would be called to show that Parnell 
came habitually to sleep at Eltham; that his 
rooms were near the bed-room in which Mrs. 
O'Shea slept, next which was the 
dresslag- room used by the Captain 
when he was there. While on the 
ether side of Mrs. O’Shea’s room was 
another bed-room ocoupied by Parnell. When 
they were sleeping in their respective rooms 
there was no difficulty in communication be- 
tween the two reoms. Parnell and Mrs. 
O’Shea bad been heard talking to each other 
from their rooms and heard speaking to- 
gether in the same room, and there were other 
rooms in which they were seen from time to 
time, extremely late im the. evening. 
When Parnell was in town he 
went to Eitham sometimes by 
way of one station, sometimes by another. 
Moreover, Mre. O'Shea on some occasions 
left the house and was absent the whole 
night. This west on all threugh the year 
1883, Capt. O’Shea being entirely ignorant of 
the matter. In March, 1883, amother child 
was bora at Clare. 
PARNELL IN DISGUISE. 

In April of the same year, Mrs. O'Shea and 
her family went to 39 Bedford square, 
Brighton, where she wae from time to time 
visited by her husbaad. When he was 
not there there was another very 
constant remarkable visitor who went by 
the name of Smith. There is no doubt this 
was Parnell. While there bis behavior was 
such as to excite considerable attention. The 
pair were on one occasion found in Mra. 
O’Shea’s bedroom with the door locked. 
This was the house the Captain knew 
about. In November, 1883, an- 
other house was taken, this time in Elt- 
ham, at which Parnell was also 
a frequent visitor. There he was not Smith. 
He was Stewart. He used to come from time 
to time, Dut was always very careful to get 
out of the way when the Captain came. There 
was reason to believe that on one occasion he 
escaped from the baicony to avoid the Cap- 
tain, and then came around to the front door 
to present himself as a newly arrived visitor. 
The Captain subsequently traveled, the same 
state of things continuing during his absence. 
At length a rumor reached him and cor- 
respondence ensued. 

FURTHER CORRESPONDENCE. 

He wrote to Parnell from the House of 
Commons iibrary. la the course of this let 
ter he said: 

You have behaved very badly. Wulle I often told 
you that you were welcome to stay at Eltham when- 
everl was there, I begged vou not to do so during 
my absence, since it would surely cause scandal. I 
am making arrangements witha view to taking my 
family abroad for a time. 

Capt. O’Shea was prepared to resign his 
seat for the sake of his wife ana family. To 
his letter Parnell replied on Aug. 8: 

DEAR Str—Replying to your letter. I do not know 
of any scandal or any ground for one. I can only 
suppose you have misunderstood the drift of some 
statements which bave been made to you. Ifyou de- 
cide on vacating your seatit would, I think, be most 
suitable for you to do so before the present session 
closes, l 

On the same day the captain received a let 
ter from his wife, which stated that she was 
not strong enough to travel.She did not want 
to die, and would disappoint him of a chance 
at her aunt’s money. Here, continued Mr. 
Olarke, there was a denial on the part of both 
Mrs. O’Shea and Parnell of any misconduct. 
On Deo. 29, 1881, Parnell wrote to the captain 
stating that he would look for bim on the 
morrow at Eltham, but that if hg could not be 
there he would eall at the Albert mansion. 

FRIENDLY RELATIONS RESUMED. 

Capt. O'’Shea’s suspicions having beon 
lulled, Parnell and Mrs. O'Shea seemed to 
grow more confident. Parnell’s horses were 
placed in the stables at Eitham. One was 
called President and the other Director. In 
1886 another horse was sent to the homeruler. 


A new room was bullt apparently for Parnell’s 


convenience, as it had a door leading to 
Mrs. O’S8hea’s boudoir, of which Parnell 
possessed a latch key to let himself in when 
he called late at night. There 
was one witness of what took place at Eltham 
whom he should have to call if the case had 
been contested—the son Gerard—who showed 
great consideration for his mother, but whe 
at the same time bad been loyal to his father. 
He was glad he would not now bave to place 
him in the bak to give testimony against his 
mother. 
A NEWSPAPER PARAGRAPH. 

in the early part of 1886 a curious thing hap- 
pened. A paragraph appeared in the Pall Mali 
Gazreteon the 2ist of May beaded Mr. Par- 
neli’s Suburban Retreat, chronicling an ac- 
cident which ocourred to his brougham while 
Griving from the station, and stating that 
during the recess he took up his residence at 
Eltham, where he might often be seen driving 
about. On this occasion he had come into 
collision with a market cart, but no damage 
Was done. Directly the Captain saw the para- 


graph be telegraphed his wife and received 
this answer on the 26th:

Mrs. O'Shea 
replied in various letters. She was willing to 
meet his wishes as far as she could, butshe 
could not consent to the rest of her life bein 
made miserabie, as it would be if she was no 
allowed te ive visitors.

1886, Mrs. O'Shea wrote, disclaiming all 
knowledge of Parnell’s movements at East 
Bourne.

On Oct. 10 Capt. O'Shea wrote his wife re- 
gretting she bad not sought the advice of his 
solicitor. TheCa n’ssuspicions were not 
allayed, although he always received substan- 
tial denials. On Dec. 18, 1886, at an entertain- 
ment in the Canon Street Hotel his son again 
assured the Captain that Parnell was not at 
Eltham. That denial was untrue. Eventually

PARNELL AS MR. PRESTON. 


After Mra. O’Shea had promised her son to

Mr. Parnell. These facts proved that the 
concealment of identity was kept up to the 
last moment and cleared Capt. O’Shea of the 
charge of connivance The respondent and 
co- respondent used tlie house together from 
1887 to 1889, she calling herself his sister. 

Mr. Clarke intimated that be did not intend 
to go into much detalj, as he was anxious to 
avold calling a certa witness towhom he 
had alluded. He merely wished to absolutely 
and N clear up the character of 
Capt. O’Shea. The petitiover had received 
denials from both respondept and corespon- 
dent. On April 22, 1887, Mrs. O’Sliea’s solicitor 
wrote: 

Ihave seen Mrs. O'Shea. She most indignantly 
and emphatically denies that you have or ever had 
the least ground for the unworthy suspicions you 
have entertained. The particular friend you allude 
to has been a constant visitor. He only came into 
the family by your request. 

CAPT. O’SHEA ON THE STAND. 

Capt. O’ Shea. who was wor as a witness 
after Mr. Clarke had ceonoluded his address, 
testifiedthat when he learned of Parneli’s 
visite to Eltham, of which he bad been ignor- 
ant, he quarreled with his wife about them, but 
after her assurances that there was nothing 
wrong there was a reconciliation. Mrs.Steele, 
her sister, also convinced the witness that all 
was well. ‘‘WhenIreturned from Lisbon,’’ 
continued the witness, I heard that Mr.

I had 
no idea that Mr. Paruvell was a constant vis- 
itor at Eltham in my absenee. I never knew 
that he had hisborses at Eltham untl my 
son told me. I — — the idea ot dring 
ing criminal proceed * for libel against the 
newspapers because feared that it would 
make the scandal worse. On seeing a para- 
graph stating that Mr. Parnell was stopping 
at Eastbourne with Mrs. O'Shea, I wrote my 
wife about it. I had no ideathat she had 
taken a house at Eastbourne.’’ 

A letter from Capt. O’Sbhea’s son to his 
father was read in evidence. Im it the young 
man said that he bad beard’ Wice which 
recognized as that of that awful scoundrel, 
Parnell, talking to his dog at the house. He 
would like te have knocked him down, only 
he did not want to upset his mother, who had 
told him that the yisitor bad oniy come to 
dinner and would soon be gone. He con- 
cluded: ‘‘If you want me to knock him 
down, it shall be done at the first chance. 

Witness resumed his testimony by denying 
all knewledge ef his wife’s movements with 
Mr. Parnell at the time. He heard later that 
they nad been living together at Brighton. He 
then filed a petition for divorce. The charges 
against witness in regard to Mrs. Steele were 
absolutely false. 

TESTIMONY OF SERVANTS. 

Harriet Buil, formerly a servant at Brighton, 
was the next witness. She identified a photo- 
graph of Mr. Parnell as the likeness of the 
gentiman who visited Mrs. O’Shea every day 
at the house where witness was employed. 
When he came nobody else would be in the 
house except Mrs. O'Shea. The couple would 
be together for hours. The visitor 
frequently remained as late Ay 
ll o’clock in the evening. On one 
occasion Mrs. O’ Shea went out with him and 
remained untila late hour. The gentieman 
slept at the house once when Capt. O’Shea 
was away. Mrs. O’8bea and the gentleman 
drove out together occasionally. The gentle- 
maa used to let himself in with a private key. 
Witness on occasion heard voices and found 
the door locked. 

Caroline Peters, who in 1883 was caretaker 
in the house at Brighton, which was let te 
Capt. O’Shea and family, testified that short- 
ly after the arrival ofthe family, a gentleman 
identified as Mr. Parnell appeared, under the 
Oharies Stewart and used 
to drive out with Mrs. O'Shea 
at night. The couple were together in 
the diningroom on one occasion for several 
hours with the doors locked. The young 
ladies explained that mother did not want to 
be disturbed when she had company.’’ 

Onoe Capt. O’Shea came home While Mr. 
Stewart was there. and the latter escaped 
by arear way. He soon afterward came to 
the front door, rang, and asked to see Capt. 
O’Shea. Witness once saw Mre. O'Shea pull 
down the bid and go into Mr. Stewart’s’’ 
room.

DEATH OF JOHN F. HELPENSTEIN, 


A Well-Known Citizer of St. Louls County 
Passes Away. 


The friends and sequaintances of John P. 
Helfenstein will hardly be surprised to learn 
that be died at his home Friday night, passing 
away quietly and without a struggle or pang, 
at 8 o'clock, while sitting in his chair, in his 
home, and in the presence of hisfamily. He 
bad been in declining health for the past year, 


having bad a serious iliness during last win- 
ter, from which be never fully recovered, and 
which served as a warning to himself and his 
friends that bis end might be looked for at 
any moment. He had exhibited his usual 
cheerfulness during the day, althoupbt suf- 
fering much pain, and while resting in his 
arm-chair; about 8 o'clock in the evening 
told his family they had better leave him and 
°o to supper. All went down to the 

Ining-room below — 4 his daughter, 
Miss Lula, — remained with bim, as it bad 
been the custom of the 1 for several 
months Puet never to leave him entirely 
alone, hile the family were atthe supper 
table, his daughter observed her father throw 
back bis head, as f breathing with difficulty. 
She immediately cailed the other members of 
the housbold, who came instantiy into the 
room only in time to see the dying man 
quiets and gentiy breathe his last, without 
speaking a word, or giving any sign of pain. 
John PF. Helfenstein came of rman stock, 
Americanized through nearly 200 years’ resi. 
dence inthis country. He was born at Fred- 
erick, Md., in 1816, and when a boy served in 
astore at Lancaster, Pa., from which place 
he came to St. Louls in the winter of 1838, 
coming down the Ohio River in a steamboat, 
and walking from Cairo tothis city, aa the 
Miesissipp! wae frozen over and no boate were 
runping. Hie firet service in St. Louis was 
in the store of Robert Campbell, between 
whom and bis bright young clerk a cordial 
friendship grewup which lasted without in- 
terruption to the end of his emplover’s life. 
Later be and Stephen D. Gore went into the 
wholesale grocery business on the Levees, 
under the name of Helfenstein, Gore & Co., 
afterwards associating with them as members 
of their firm Thomas J. Slaughter, pow a 
wealthy retired merchant of New York 
Oity, residiag at Madison, N. J., and Charies 
H. Kintgin«, deceased. He retired from 
business in 1860, with an ample fortune, and 
spent the remainder of bis life at his, hospita- 
ble home at Webster Groves. He was subse- 
quentiy vice-president and director for 
twenty-five years of both the Citizens’ and 
Union Rallway eompanies of this city, bis 
connection with these interests ceasing with 
the transfer of these roads to the Chicago 
syndicate in 1888. 

While in active business he “was repeatedly 
chosen by the Legislature to be one of the 
tate directors ofthe old Bank of the State of 
Missour!, an institution to whose credit it was 
sald that, far back la the fifiies, when Cali- 
fornia was being settled, ite notes were as 
current on top of the Rocky Mountains, or on 
the Pacific coast, as in St. Louis. 

He leaves a family of six children, all 
grown, ye A Mre. J. W. Slaughter, Mrs. 
Wm. M. Bell, Mrs. N. D. Thompson, Mra. H. 
G. Simmons, Miss M. Loutse Helfenstein and 
John F. Helfenstein, Jr. The funeral services 
will beheld atthe Oongregational Church, 
Wohster Groves, to-morrow morning, 
at 10:30.

Robert Hardie’s Murder Leads to an Inquiry

No Indians ceuld be found in the 
country, and the press dispatches sent 
out at that time binted strongly 
that Haynes had killed Hardie for the 
purpose of getting possession of his extensive 
Canadian properties. Dr. Goedfellow of 
Tombstone made the post mortem examirna- 
tion on the body, and Hardie’sa relatives claim 
they are able to prove his complicity in the 
Killing. Geodfeillow was said to bave gone to 
Tombstone from St. Louls, and his wite was 
supposed to be at presentinthecity. Inquiry 
fails to develop that any such man practiced 
medicise in St. Louis within the past five 
years.

TCHISON, Kan., Nov. 
15.—The Kansas House 
of Representatives is, 
by the Constitution of 
the State, limited to 
125 members. Another 
clause of the Const! 
tution says each 
county shall have not 
less than one mem- 
ber. The State is ap- 
portioned every five 
years. Since the last 
apportlon ment nine- 
teen new counties 
have been organized, all in the western part 
of the State. It has been the custom of such 
counties to send delegates to the Legislature 
and such delegates have been admitted to the 
floor with the privilege of speaking, 
but denied the right to vote. The 
nineteen new counties have elected 
delegates this year. The delegates are all 
Alliance men, and it is proposed in Alliance 
quarters to go turther this year and admit 
them to full membership of the House, with 
the right to vote as other members. 

This was done tweive or fourteen years ago, 
anda test case was taken to the Supreme 
Court on the constitutionality of the point, 
Chief Justice Horton, present Chief Justice, 
delivered the opinion confirming tne right of 
the Legisiature to admit the 

EXTRA MEMBERS. e 
on ‘‘the ground that the constitution says 
each House shall be the sole judge of its own 
members. The othertwo justices, one of 
tbem the present Justice Valentine,conourred 
in tbe opinion. With such authority to back 
the"House, it can safely admit the nineteen 
delegates, which would increase the member- 


ship to 144. The total vote om joint baliot 
would thus be 184, making 93 necessary, to a 
choice in the election of United states senator 


or State printer. 


The movement te let in the extra members 
is aid to have been started on accountof the 
determination of Senator Ingalis to make a 
fight for re-election. The Alliance now has 
eight majority on joint ballot, but there is 
danger that some of the weaker brethrea 
may be captured by Senator Ingalls and the 
extra nineteen Alliance members would bea 
great help in 

ACCOMPLISHING HIS DEFSAT. 
In addition to this gain it seemsto be the 
understanding that some of tbe Republican 
member who were elected by close votes shall 
be unseated. Among these are J. H. Reeder 
of Ellis County, wuuose majority is but 2 votes; 
B. Remington of Miami, 4 votes; ce of 
Bourbon, 25 votes and J. H Byer of Woodson, 
votes. The vacancy in the Senatorial dis- 
trict compesed of Cloud and Republic Coun- 
ties will de filled by an Alliance man. These 
gains and changes voud wake the party 
strength on joint ballot stand: Alliance, 115;

Gences. Througboutall of this territory it is 
necessary to keep pace in the matter of sew- 
ers with the building. All the city blocks 
must have connections and the honeycomb of 
sewers must be laid so asto give the best 
service. 

The parks, which are every year growling 
more and more necessary, need constant care 
and attention to bringt em toa polnt suita- 
bie to the wants of the public. 

The street lighting has become a depart- 


ment in itself, and everything done in that d- 
the board. The 
Water Department, although it attracts but 
littie attention now, would be very much 
missed were it absent. In this department 
the whole supply system must be kept so that 
there will be no stop in the supply anywhere 

All the main connections and all the fire 
plugs must be kept so that they will be ready 
for immediate service. Beside the established 
system anew and far more extensive service 
is being established. 

Under the buildinx end of the board there 
fis the work of keeping in repair all the public 
buildings and building any new buildings 
needed. 

All of these departments are prepared to 
about the first of the year with a 
quantity of work, which looks very formida- 
bie just at first, but which it is hoped van all 
be disposed of within the year.

BRIDGES. 

There is no legisiation that will unite the 
northern and soutbern portions of the 
city mere than that which relates 
to the building of new bridges at 
convenient points across Mill Creek 
Valley and the repairing and renewal of those 
now authorized by ordinance. We should 
bave a new bridge at King’s highway and one 
at Duncan avenue. The Twelfth street bridge 
should be removed and a new one built to 
meet the demands of increasing trafiic. 

GENERAL VIEWS. 

The time bas come in the history of St. 
Louis when the old ideas of legisiation of all 
kinds must be swept away. I can clearly 
foresee now the tendency of building im- 
provements and of the population and the 
pressing demands that will arise under the 
new condition of things, and the recommenda- 
tions and legisiation of the Board of Public 
Improvements and of the Street Department 
must be altered to meet all this.. Our consid- 
eration of public improvements in street, 
water, parks and harbor matters must take a 
wider range than heretofore, and must in- 
clude views that will meet the requirements 
of a city of 1,000,000 or more of people, and to 
embrace a period of at least fifty years 

»The new st. Louis has crowded out our 
narrow, restricted village views and we must 
collect and collate the experience and work 
of other metropolitan cities and glean from 
them all that is good for us and carry out @ 
policy that will place us, in the matter of 
public improvements, not side by side but far 
in advance of any of our American sister 
cities. Assessments must be raised and mun- 
icipal revenue increased to meet 
this new order of things. I am 
projecting plans for improvements 
in my departmentt that, I think, will meet 
the approval of all the property owners of 
this city. It is the policy and philosophy of 
the present municipal administration to have 
no narrow legislation of any kind, because 
the timé has passed for this, and new plans, 
new measures and anew policy of public im- 
provement that will benefit the poor man’s 
home as well as the rich man’s, will be the 
order of the future. This will be so, I assume, 
while lam Street Commissioner.’’ 

THE SEWER SYSTEM. 

Sewer Commissioner Robert E. McMath 
said: We are gathering the city together, 
you might say, the sewer system is reaching 
out like the octopus and taking in all that it 
can grasp. In the next year we will add 
many big branches and a great many 
more small ones. The primary object I 
have in view now isto gettwoor three new 
district sewers through, and tnen the rest 
willbe comparatively easy.

Our water pipe extensions during the next 
year will de very extensive and will de pushed 
bard. There are many places in the city 
where tue supply is not full enough. The 
conduit which will carry the millions of gal- 
lous of water to the city is almost complete, 
and would De a surprise te nine-tenths of the 
citizens if they should see it. It is well worth 
looking at, as the contractors have done some 
good work. 

THE PARKS. 

Park Commissioner Kiemm said: 

My parks next year like a thing of beauty 
Will de a joy forever, especially my colilec- 
tion of American animdls. I will of course 
center my efforts on Forest Park, and I have 
a whole book fullof littie schemes I intend 
to spring on thepubiic. But Il want you to 
state that we must get money to buy animals 
with and provide for their keeping. 

The new lake I hope to commence work on 
inthe spring would be very much improved 
by a collection of American water fowl. The 
lake is, you know, aforgone conclusion and 
I think will be finished within the year. 

New roads and new bridges will be built 
whenever the money can be obtained and the 
water supply will be extended. 

Ample preparations will be made for the 
entertainment of the people who will be 
brought by the new railroads. Two of these 
have the plans for their depots finished and 
you can be sure that I VIII do all Ioan to 
make them an ornamenttothe park. I have 
a house at one of the lakes now which will be 
open for, the accommodation of skaters dur- 
ing the witer.

THE RED RIVER PROBLEM, 


An Interesting Talk With 
the Subject. 


NEW ORLEANS, La-, Nov. 15.—Lieut. Mills 
returned last nightfrem Simsport, where he 
had gone to inspectthe government work in 
and about Old River. 

»The condition of affairs in South Old River 
is satisfactory, said he, there being eleven 
feet of water In the channel. Work has been 
suspended there and the forces have started 


the construction ofa dam across Red River, 
below the junction ef North Od River. The 
Red River and the two branches of Old River 
form a tolerably perfect oblong quadrangie, 
with the Nortn Old River forming the 
northern and eastern sides, Red River the 
W esterm and South old river the Southern. 
Thetwo branches of Old River meet atthe 
southeast corner and flow ina southeasterly 
direction into the Mississippi at Carr’s point, 
a mile or so beblow Carr’s point landing. 

The object of building the dam in Red 
River, said Lieut. Mills, is to turn the cur- 
rent into north Uld River, inorder to insure 
the flow into the Mississippi instead of into 
the Atchafalaya, which is now the tendency of 
the stream. The bar at the month of 
Oid River would tend to turn 
the flew from North Old River into 
the south branch, and in order to overcome 
this, which would leave the Ked River prob- 
lem in its present aspect, it is the policy of 
the Government to cut a canal about a mile 
long from North Old River in a southeasterly 
direction into the Mississippi at a little dis 
tance above Carr’s Point landing, North 
Old iver will be dammed just below the head 
of the canal, andthe arraugement will com- 
pelthe Red River to empty entirely into the 
Mississippi, the current at first flowing 
through Sugarhouse Chute in the head of 
North Old River, gradually washing away 
the shoals by ita force, and eventually soly- 
ing the Red River problem in a therougaly 
satisfactory way. a 

The chief object of my visit to the vicinity 
was to see what arrangements I could make 
for the digging of the canal through the prop- 
erty that we will have to use. I hada long talk 
with the proprietor, and expect a written 
proposition from him in a few days. We wish 
to grant him reasonabie compensation for the 
land, but have power to expropriate it if 
necessary.

It is understood that Dr. Caradine ie not ofthe 
extreme school of holinese teachers, but merely a 

reacher ofa higher, holier and a better life than 

hat ordinarily experienced by Christians, believing 

that one cau get rid of all meanness by being **sanoc- 
tifed.’’ His Tuesday evening sermons will be heard 
with great interest hereafier. Dr. Caredine hed a 
large audience last night and there was a rousing 
old-fashioned Methodist scene after the sermon, 
when about twenty persons went to the altar for 
prayers and to join the church, The new pastor has 
completely won the hearts aud sympathies of the 
people. 

This paragraph, which set matters right as 
far a Dr. Caradine was concerned did not

This is notably the 
case with the Dunkin mine, where every por- 
tion of the property is now being worked, 
either by the company or by lessees. As & 
consequence, the output from that mine 
alone during October amounted to fifty-five 
tons per day in excess of the shipments for 
the previous month, and it is more than 
notadle that a still further increase 
can be chronicled for the current month.

Fryer Hill put out 255 tons per day; Yankee 
Hill, 112; Bruce Hill, 155; Iron Hili, 602; Car- 
bonate Hill, 468: Rock Hill, 69; Continental 
Chief, 40; Long and Derry Hill, 25; within city 
limits, 165; St. Kevin District, 60 tons, andthe 
other smaller properties, not individualized, 
including the leases on Climax, Amie, Artie 
and May Queen, contributed as their quota 125 
tons mere per day. 

The smelters dia but little more than during 
September, theugh more builion was pro- 
duced out of less ore thanin the previous 
month. The American smelter, with fve 
stacks in blast, produced 430 tone of bullion 
trom 5.880 tons of ore. The Arkansas Valley 
treated 4,488 tons of ore, with four stacks 
in blast, and a bullion product of 490 
tons. The Harrison Reduction Works treated 
8,000 tons of ore in three andahaif stacks 
witha bullion product of 300 tons, while the 
Elgin Smelting Co., with but one stack in 
blast, took care of 1,100 tons of ore, out of 
which they they got 150 tons of bullion. 

The sampling works of the Arkansas Valley 
Smelting Co., located at the south end of 
Harrison avenue, are being securely closed tu 
forthe winter, and during all that time ail 
sampling of small lots of ore will be done at 
the ewelter about a mile and a half below the 
city. It has been thought the more economical 
plan todethis, asin previous years, owing 
to the amount of ground covered, it has been 
expensive work keeping the place clear 
of snow. One thing noticeable at this 
smelter is the introduction of Mexi- 
can iead-fluxing ores. ‘There are now ten 
carloads of this ore at the works and some 
twenty more are on the way, all from the 
Sierla Mojada mines, shipped through El 
Paso, Tex. Nearly allof the lead carbonate 
ore of our camp is contracted for this year 
by the valley smelters, thatis those of Deu, 
ver and Pueblo, hende this innovation. 

The work on the Hayden shaft of the May 
Queen has done a great deal toward opening 
up the sulphide ore body, and large amounts 
of this class of ore are now being mined and 
A. N 
Ahe Wolftone ore chute is now being worked 
on the Hepriett and Maid ground, some fifteen 
men on each shift belong engaged in breaking 
ore, which is of a good grade of lead car- 
bonate. The chute at that point is quite thick, 
and upraises are being made in ali directions 
through it. 

It is more than probable thata deal of work 
will go on this winter on the south slope of 
Little Evans Guich. As yet nething but a 
fair contact between lime and porphyry has 
been met with there, though but little work 
has been done fer a numberof years. Itis 
now reported that one of the best located 
claims, a8 being on the strike of known ore 
chutes, the Mountain Lion, will start up 
soon. The owners of this property are mon- 
eyed men and, it is said, intend to thoroughly 
prospect the ground before giving up the 
idea that the chutes continue in that direc- 
tien. 


THE ULSTER-NEWTON. 

The Uleter-Newton lessees are doing a deal 
of work on immense ore bodies and shipping 
about thirty tons per day of sulphide ore. 
lhis, however, does not carry much silver, 
and your correspondent doubts very much if 
they are working to anything more thana 
smallprofit.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Nov. 15.—The mining 
news of the week has been very in- 
teresting and mapy changes in ownership 
have been made. The companies are rapidly 
making arrangements for winter and will be 
able to continue aperations in nearly every 
camp with greater certainty than 
has been usual in past win- 
ters. The newest inventions for 
facilitating rapid movementof the ores are 
being introduced, and as the older companies 
eee the advantages thus secured, they make 
preparations for overhauling the old plants. 

ot only do they endeavor te make the plants 
perfect in giving aid to the operatives, but 
they are putting up palatial offices 
rooms, which makes itevident that the rural 
buts, heretofore pat up in haste, are not con- 
sidered ln keeping with the prosperity which 
has come to those who ventured to mine in a 
country where the trained eye of the miner- 
alogist had not rested, and in which no cer- 
tain knowledge bad been obtained of the rich 
nature of the ground. 

This section has become of great value in 
the eyes of thetrained speculators, who re- 
aligze the old adage tuat it is the early 
bird which catches the worm, but still believ- 
ing there are other worms to be bad, they 
makeefforts to get possession of unworked 
lande and are aided in their choice of locality 
by the information furnished by the men of 
scienee whose curiosity led them hither in 
seareh of nature's truths, which only present 
themselves to diligent students and inOuiring 
m inds.

Sweeping, wasn’tit? But when ea little later 
I talked with distinguished naval officers 
naval constructors and naval draughtsmen 1 
found thatthe old salt’s opinion was their 
opinion, too. Indeed, | was informed that it 
was an epinion accepted and unreservedly 
concurred in by Secretary Tracy. The Maine, 
twenty years ago, could have faced the war 
ships of the world and have swept then out 
of existence, one after the otber, with com- 
parative ease. 

„Is the Maine then t» be invineibie?’’ you 
ask. Not at all., The invincible warship has 
1 yet been built, and probably never will 

built. Naval development, take it all in 
all, is never one-sided. Side by side with de- 
velopment in protective armor we have al- 
Ways seen and probably always shail see, de- 
velopment in destructive forces. Look at the 
Maine’s own

yincing example of the truth of the trite as- 
eertion. Four of those gums are to be placed 
in the cruiser’s turrets, twoin each. Any one 
of those four guns is capable of burling a 
500 pound steel bail atthe rate of 2,000 feet per 
scon, a distance of nine miles. or, as men 
un ip gunnery say, an effective distance of 
nine miles. That means that those enermous 
guns can be so delicately adjusted as to 
insure, with proper handling, the striking 
of a target nine miles away, sven 
theugh the target liself cannot be 
seen, its position being merely indi- 
cated by some other object. The masts of a 
hostile vessel, for example, are in sight nine 
miles away, but the hull is below the horison. 
Perhaps no masts are seen—nothing but the 
smoke from the smoke-stack. Even that is 
often sufficient toindicate to the practiced 
eye the precise position of the vessel’s deck. 
One of the big guns is trained and in less than 
halfaminute later if all calculations be cor- 
rect aud the aim ve true—and in moderna war- 
fare nothing is left to chagce—a 500-pound 
Steel cannon bali willtumble with as uneere- 
monious and all destructive crash on to the 
deck of that hostile vessel ine miles away. 
Long-distance combats will probably be pre- 
ferred at sea hereafter, especially as the pro- 
jectiles referred to are warranted to pierce, 
atathousand yards, the armor of almostany- 
thing afloat. 

Then, too, neither the Maine nor any other 
vessel is completely armored. The Maine is 
to wear an armor belt and to carry such other 
armer as willatiord reasonable and perhaps 
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almost absolute protection to her vital parte, 

such as her engines, boiler, steering appa- 

ratus, powder magazine, conning tower (or 
wheelhouse, as we landsmen are most apt to 
call it), terpedo room, ete. Men are not yet 
considered vital parte ef a war ship and poor 
Jack in action will bein almost as much dan- 

ger of running against a bullet or a cannon 

Dall on board the new steel-armored cruiser 

Maine as were bis gallant elder brethren of 

the old wooden Cumberland’s crew. There

The Maine ia 
going to be a seven knot vessel and she will 
not carry a pound ot tra armor that would» 
be Iikely to Interfere with that rate of speed.

The dis- 

tanege from Chita to Australia fs in compari- 

son “with that between China and America 

very insignificmt, and so it came to pase that 

as soon as the rich gold fields of Australia 

were discoverd, town and country began to 

fill themselves with the unwelcome yellow 
guests. 

Although the had principally come over 
with the intenton te work on the gold flelds, 
yet they dispened as soon ag they understood 
how much mon they could earn dy any kind 
of labor in Ausralia than in China. They in- 
vaded aillthe tiades, for in this new country 
they received orthe same work about tenfold 
the wages they had been working for in their 
flowety home. At first they only made their 
appearance aswashermen and gardeners, but 
a little after they found thelr way imto carpen- 
ter and biackgnith shops, and in fact all other 
trades, where they were gladly received by 
the empioyeri, for they were cheaver laborers 
than the whit« tradesmen. Therefore it cannot 
be astonishiig to a thoughtful man that 
for the last fifteen years the Chinese question 
bes, In all pditical and social meetings, fur- 
nished the burning point, the ‘‘ceteruam 
censeo’’ of the modern Australian Ostos. 
Europeans bardly ever look at these affairs 
with the right understanding. Almost ali are 
imbued withsuch a high sense of the correct- 
ness and infallibility of the rights of man, 
that they caanot conceive how it can possibly 
be right—nay, how itcan, under any circum- 
atances, fall to be the most palpable wreng— 
if in any community the members of a certain 
race are considered inferior and excluded 


from the liberties enjoyed by their 
fellow-citizens. This eonceptinna of the rights 
of man theory has taken so firm a bold 
on the European mind, thatevery man born 
and educated in Europe is on coming to Aus- 
tralia startied by the fiery protestations and 
declaimingsaguinst Chinese tmmigration he 
encounters a every step in that sung; land. 
At first he will rail against this violation of 
the (to his mud) most sacred and most 1 
established truth, vig., the equality by birt 
ot all men. But alter anne de becomes col- 
onialized and sees thlioge through different 
spectacies, and this is what he sees: 
THE CHINESE 

are a people living and growing up in an at- 
mosphere entirely diferent to ours. Their 
religious belief, their education, their polit- 
ical and secial institutions, their conception 
even ofright and wrong, their peculiar ciyii- 
ization altogether present a spectacie wholly 
foreign and hostile to ue. We cannot wonder, 
therefore, that the Chinese in a foreign coun- 
try, where habits, lawe and even morals are 
strange nd unintelligible to them, cling te 
their old ideas, and de net associate with 
Europeans iftbey can belp it. If they do their 
intercourse is marked by @ aneaking and sub- 
misstve civility. Aud this is one of the 
reasons of the hate and contempt 
the whites show against the Chinese on every 
occasion. A white man can beatand kiek 4 
Chinaman, he can overwheim him with the 
most scathing and bumillating affronts and 
injuries, the celestial keeps the old oily smile 
on his lips and will not be inguited, ne matter 
how badiy he is treated. He bas not the 
slightest feeling ot honor, for in the country 
ef his birth be bas been used tobe treated 
like a dog. There the rich can trample on the 

oor with impunity, and the Chinaman, who 
pas drunk in with his mother’s milk the con- 
viction of his inferiority, naturally remains 
the same dog, who licks the hand that beats

NAPHTHA BOAT S. 


The beauty of the multi-colored spectacle 
revealéd by the lakes of Switzerland and up- 
per Italy is greatly enhanced bythe numer- 
ous steamships, rowboats and sailing crafts 
which spin over the waters of the lakes, glit- 
tering in marvelous green. The eye of the 
looker-on is particularly attracted by certain 
graceful littie boats which shoot through the 
waters with extraordinary rapidity, and they 
look rather mysterious as they move swiftly 
along, for no oOareman is in sight, nor is 
there any noise or smoke, and one naturally 
comes to the conclusion that there must be a 
motor somewhere. These littie pleasure 
crafts are propelled by small steam engines, 
in which, however, not the expansive force 
of steam enters inte play, but the vapors et a 
certain com binatien of carburetted hydrogen, 
like petroleum, er derivations of beuzgule, 
like naphtha, bengine, etc. 

More than twenty years ago it was proposed 
that in the piace of steam the vapors of the 
afore-mentjoned materials be used, but the 
suggestion was not acted upon, and the se- 
called naphtha motors were not practically 
employed. 

Since the eenstruction of gas motors, bow- 


ever, and the building of machines on this 
principle, in whose cylinder a mixture of at- 
mospheric air and ground or pulverized 
maphtba or benzine is used, teebnicians are 
beginning once more to occupy themsctves 
with the problem of the naphtha-vapor m tor 
whieh was set aside solengage. Quillfeid

complete machine based upon the principle of 
the steam encine, in which the vapors are 
generated with naphtha or petroleum. 

By reason of their simple construction, the 
small space which they oceupy and the faell- 
ity with which they can be operated, these 
naphtha motors are pre-eminentiy adapted for 
the propelling of pleasure boats, 

The greatest advantage of the naphtha metor 
lies in its compact coustruction. The dollers 
may be very small asd yet thoroughly ad- 
equate. Besides this, the Vapor of the naphtha 
can be used as a fuel for heating purposes, a 
property peculiar ously to the naphtha motor. 
This simultaneous appropriation of the naph- 
tha vapor as a motor and heating agent results 
la close proximity of boiler as machine 
proper, and no other engine admits of this 
construction. The steam generator is located 
immediately above the engine, whose princi- 
— parte are three very simple steam cviin- 

ers. 

A motor of two to four horse power uses up 
from five to seven quarts of naphtha per hour, 
gn avery small outiay for a pleasure 

oat. 

The compact arrangement of the motor en- 
ables it to be placed In the stern of the boat, 
leaving the other space free for the accem- 
modation of passengers. There is neither 
noise nor smoke, two factors which enter

One of the two boats shown In our sketches 
is a pleasure boat with ‘‘cabin du luze, the 
other can also be used as a sailing crait.

The danger of the spread of this contagion 
alone would be sufficient reason to prevent 
the landing of the Chinese n any part ot the 
globe, and it would even ett a nation in 
expelling them with the utmost rigor from a 
country already 

INFESTED BY THEM. 

Besides all these weighty reasons against 
the admittance of Chinese there is another 
circumstance which makes them a very unde- 
sirable acquisition to a new country. The 
Chinaman does not in settling in a foreign 
country intend to take hig permanent abode 
there, but is always striving to get back to the 
flowery land of hig birth as soon as he has 
amassed sufficient wealth to live on his money 
in that cheap country. Australia or America 
is to him only amilich cow,tobe left when 
all the milk is squeezed out of her. Like a 
sponge the swarm of Celestials is vor- 
petually lying on Australia, suck- 
ing up money and taking it away 
to Chima te spend it there. While in Australia 
they live on the meagest possible fare, rice 
and tea three times a day constituting their 
never changing bill of fare. And whatever 
they use they buy of the nearest Chinese 
storekeeper, preferring to walk a few miles 
further rather than to buy of a white man. 
The Chinese storekeeSer again imports all his 
merchandise from China, so that that country 
alone has any profit at ail by the Chinese liv- 
ing abroad. 

Now, it goes without saying that the white 
inhabitants of Australia have tried all the 
know to get rid of this yellow agony.’’ 
Foremost in the anti-Chinese movement stood 
the workingwen. They founded anti-Chinese 
leagues, whose members had to promise not 
to buy from Obinamen, not to employ bins - 
men and not to work for anybody who em- 
ployed Chinamen. The trades unions followed 
this exampie and the Chinese were practically 
boycotted. 

Besides these lawful proceedings, the anti- 
Chinese movement gave rise to excesses of 4 
lawless character. Three years age I was an 
eye-witness when the white diggers on 3 
northern gold field burned the huts and tents 
ef the Chinese and hunted their occupants 
from the field, in spite of the police, who tried 
to put a stop to the rioters. 

Such excesses and riots, of a more or less 
serious character, induced the governments 
of the various colonies to attempt a restric- 
tion of Chinese immigration on the lines laid 
down by the workingmen, who furnish the 
most important 3 on polling day. In 
Queensland, New South Wales and Victoria @ 
poll-tax of $50 had to be paid by every China- 
man arriving inthe colony. Later on the 

TAX WAS RAISED 

to $500 and only one Chinuman was allowed to 
every 300 tons capacity of the vessel. A cap- 
tain who brought wore than the legal num- 
ber was liable to a fine of $2,500 for every Ubi- 
naman brought in excesa of such number, 
whiie the vessel was detained until the fine 
was paid. 

But even these measures were not radical 
enouch and the influx of the Chinese contin- 
ued on the increase until in 1888 the various 
colonies sent representatives te an inter- 
colonial council, where it was decided to stop 
Chinese immigration altogether. All the el 
onies at once acted up to this de- 
cisium, and i isto be heped that fifty years 
hence the Chinese will have disappeared 
amongst the rapidiy growing white popula- 
tion. At present, however, they still furnish 
an important percentage of the Australian 
population, and it is not therefore uninterest- 
ing to learn a little more about this sere spot 
troubling our kin across the Pacific. 

The trade most favored by the Celestiais 
settled in Australia ls gardening. There is not 
atownshipia the continent which cannot 
boast of at least one 
garden. There Johany 
bages, sweet patatoes 
kins. If he is inclined todo some fancy gar- 
dening he will perhaps plant bananas and 
pineapnoies and also oranges, though the time 
the lattér take for growling up, until they bear 
fruit, generally lasts a littie too long for the 
‘*little outiay and quick returns“ ideas of the 
Chinaman. ‘ 

Other monopolies the pigtailed fraternity 
have acquired ae washermen, fruit sellers and 
cooks. On the wheie they have selected iight 
jobs, whieh in Europe are generally 
done by womer. A white man would 
rather fell trees L —— greatest 
heat of the tropical sun or us® plex or shovel 
on a gold fleid than stand at washing tub or 
go hawking about the streets with fruit or 
vegetable baskets. 

Anybody ealittie humerousiy taciined will 
get a let of fun outeofa visit te the homes 
ofthe Chinese. Their huts are certainly not 
the cleanest and a European nose has got to 
stand something iu the way of smell, But for 
all that it is a peeuliar pleasure te see the 
heathen Chinee lyingon his hard matted bed 

SMOKING OPIUM 

and receiving the visitor with the unavoidable 
olly grin that never leaves his livs while con- 
versing witha white man. Perhaps be even 
gets a watermelon and invites his guest to 
partake. Their broken English, enhaneed by 
their incapacity to pronounce the letter R 
renders the interview most comical, an 
they do not seem to mind a laugh at their ex- 
pense a bit, but generally join in. 

The Celestiais are passionate gamblers and 
it is very interesting to watch them in their 
gambiing-shops. ey have their practiced 
sharpers as well as our race-meetings, and it 
is not an unfrequent eccurrence that a couple 
of them bring some unfortunate greqnhorn 
with weney in bis pespate to the gambling 
table and proceed fleece him. he money 
the Chinaman saves by eating littlé and drink- 
ing less, by wearing old and torn clothes 
and working toupee than white men, be 
very often spends hereon bis ony expensive 
vice, viz: gambling. In their gambling-shops 
there is alse occasion to hear them singing aud 
playing the banjo, Their rmances are 
anything but melodious to a Eurepean ear. 
They scream a long suceession of falsetto 
notes, indiscriminately strung together and 
end suddenly by a couple of deep notes, so 
that their music hasa very saddeni ettect 
and makes a man with weak nerves the 


roam. 

Every Chinaman received a on leay- 
ing Australia, so thathe would not have to 
pay the poll-tax a second time on returning to 
the colonies. But this system did es Sev 
well, for alot of Chinese, who did not intend 
to return, sold their passes to intending mi- 
igrants in China, and thus defraud the 
colonies of the amount of the tax.

ive differences be- 
tween at homes,’’ receptions, balls, parties, 
**weddings’’ (which werd implies bang uets 
and wedding receptions, which are as any 
other receptions), teas,dinners and luncheons. 
Each of these entertainments have their own 
peculiar forms of invitation, decorations and 
refreshments, more or less elaborate and 
changing somewhat with each season. 

Some one has said that composure is the 
first element of good society, and an 
Euglish writer has remarked that good man- 
ners are the absence of fussiness—two good 
maxims which, if remembered, would save a 
world of trouble and anxiety ta 
those who are mot exactly sure 
of their ground, yet are anxious 
to do exactly the right thing.

olty in the Union where- 
in the color line is so 
finely drawm. A few 
i weeks ago a young men 
whe bad stood very high in what is called the 
best society here was detected in the forgery 
of a check for $1,000. There was considerable 
sympathy for him because he was young, 
bendsome, briliiant, generous, and had 
seemed to be gentiemaniy in all things, 
but. as soon as it was rumored that one 
of his parents ws not wholiy white, 
the young man’s of me was fergotten and

his tainted blood became his great and un 
pardonable offense. It was not convincingly 
shown that he bad negro biood in his veins, 
but it was rumored that be had and that was 
enough. Society was humiliated, not so much 
because it bad entertained a criminalas be- 
cause it had admitted a persona who possibly 
had hadthe bad taste to select anegro for 
one of his remote ancestors. Thus finely the 
line is drawn. 

But it is easier fora white scamp to get into 
good white society here than for a colored 
scoundrel to get into refined colored 
society. The colored people are not 
se particular to inquire into a man's an- 
cestry, but they very carefully canvass 
his character before they admit him to their 
circle, and in point of intelligence and culture 
this colored circle compares not unfavorably 
with the same grade of white seciety, though, 
of course, itis not nearly so large. The ad- 
vancement of the colored race during the 
quarter ceatury that it has had a human ex- 
istence in this country, and especially in this 
clty, is matter for marvel; the intelligence 
and wealth acquired by ite men, the beauty 
and culture achieved by ite women are fruit- 
ful themes for reflection upon the 

FUTURE OF THAT RACE. 

About one-third of the population of Wash- 
ington ie colored, and this race furnishes 
what is known as the poor ciass’’ of the 
city, yetitisaremarkabie and a significant 
fact that the average of intelligence is higher 
in Washington than in almost any, other city 
in America. I presume to say there is not a 
city of Washington’s size in the United States 
where a greater percentage of the poor ciass 
can read and write; or, to return to the moral 
phase of the matter, where there is so little 
crime committed by that class. 

It is mot an easy task to obtsin authentic 
Information concerning the first circle of 
colored society, since the intelligent ladies 
and gentiemen who form it are chary of news- 
paper attention, which is too frequently 
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Nr Senator Bruce. 

based on mere curiosity. Moreover, these 
people naturally and justly object to the 
patronizing tone in which they are usually 
addressed. But when the stranger has been 
properly introduced, he is received witha 
cordial Welcome to their beautiful homes, 
and treated with a Pefined courtesy which at 
once dispels any idea he may have had that 
he is among his inferiore? All we ask of 
people, said one colored gentiemen of 
national renown, is that we be treated 
simply as men and women, or as gentlemen 
and ladies, if we qeserve those titles. 

The wife of ex-henator Bruce, as well by 
reason of ber owt beauty, grace and charm 
ef manner as by her husband’s high position 
and wealth, takes precedence in the leader- 
ship of Washington colored society. She isa 
tall, statuesque woman, still youthful, and 
fairer than many a Caucasian belie. Her pale, 


creamy complexion, dark eyes, and silightiy’ 
waving abundant bair give ne more hint of

race. She was rs in Philadeiphia, but was 
N and ecucated in Cleveland, 5• where 
she s married to Mr. Bruce about thirteen 
years ago.

It le the custem for the col 
league of a new Senator to escort him to the 
Vice-President’s desk to be sworn in, but 
when Senator Bruce, with the extraordinary 
embarragsments of bis position, came to this 
duty he found that be would have to go 
through the ordeal alone. Ali the other new 
Senators were escorted, but he had to waik 
by himself down the aisie. When he had 
taken the oath and was about to turn back to 
his seat he felt a band laid gently on bis arm. 
A tall, proud-looking man whom be had 
never seen before stood beside him, offering 
hisarm. Senator Brace accepted the courtesy 
with profound gratitade and arm-in-arm with 
Senator Conkling walked up the aisle.

father. They were established ina beautiful 
home with servants im attendance and every- 
thing that wealth could do was done to give 
them an excellent education, After she bad 
been graduated with high bonors from the 
college, sara Wall met and married 
Mr. Langston, the rising young col- 
ered lawyer. Mrs. Langston isa nobie-look- 
ing woman, somewhat darker than most of 
the leaders of colored society here, but light 
enough te have been mistaken on one inter 
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John Mercer Langston. 


esting occasion fora Caucasian. She and her 
husband were on their way from Liberia to 
America. Her husband's position as a United 
States Minister gave Ler precedence, and she 
was escorted to ber meals by the Captain of 
the vessel, who placed her in the seat of honor 
at his right. This was enough for the passen 
gers. They gladly paid deference to her, and 
one family of Cubans became the loseparable 
companions of the Minister and bis wife. 

There is probably not a woman of higher 
culture or more advanced ideas in Washing- 
ton than Mrs. Langston. To her excellent 
collegiate education she has added rare mu- 
sical and artistic abilities, and wide travel 
and careful ebservation have givena grace 
and dignity whieh cannot be counterfeited 
by those who are not bred to it. 

MRS. ELIZA DUFFIELD, 

a widew of middie age, has puns wide re- 
nown, not only as a social leader, but asa 
worker for the redemption of her race. She is 
one of the most prominent church workers in 
joeal charities and foreign missions, is an in- 
fluential member of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, of which there is a 
rapidly-growing colored contingent, and may 
be regarded as the pioneer woman suffragist 
of ber race. Rachel Foster Avery has named 
her the Susan B. Anthony of her — It 
was Mrs. Duffield’s inspiration that organ 
ized the National Christian Association, bav- 
ing in view, as one of its main objects, public 
reading rooms for young colored men. 

The Brandfords, owning a beautiful home 
on P street, are among the most fashionable 
of the colored people in Washington. 
Their niece, Miss Victoria Hoist, is 
one of the acknowledged bellies. she is 
a slight, graceful, Vivacious young im 2 
whose thin, regular feature and glossy pirat 1 
halr suggest remote Indian ancestry, rather 
then negro, and her color is the warm brown 
tint of the Spaniard. She is really a beautiful 
young Woman, and is as accowplisbed as she 
is beautiful.

THK BLIND TOM OF AKT. 


The Sen of a Georgia Slave Is Said to Be the 
Only Colered Designer in Amrrica. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Nov. 14.—What Blind Tom 
is te piano playing. Clarence Banks, a young 
colored man of this city, seems to be tothe 
art of designing. Several vears ago the 
superintendent of drawing lu the Springfield 
pubiile hoc set the pupils at work op orig- 
inal designs for exhibition at the New Orleans 
Cotton Exposition. The given elements for 


these designs were any combination of 
straight lines in a hexagona! star. Some 
puplis failed te make even a single originai 
design; some made one, some two and afew 
five or six. One littie girl, who bore the repu- 
tation of bDelng the best designer cutoff the 
8,000 children ia the schools, prodaced twenty- 
three. 

This was considered an extraordinary feat 
and was heralded as such by the superintend- 
ent of drawing in her weekly visits to the 
various school-rooms of the city. Among 
otber rooms in which the story was told was 
one ip the Pleasant street schoo! for colored 
children. A email dusky hand was imme- 
Giately raised. 

Well, sig?’’ said the teacher. 

Hon ny degigos did that littie gir! 
make?’’ said a Little eolored boy with Band- 
some features and bright eyes. 

**Twenty-three *’ 

**I will make twice as many. 

The sebolars giggied, and the teacher of 
drawing smiled ¢eucouragingly on Ciarence 
Banks, the littie colored boy who proposed te 
gdouble upon the record of the winner. 

The teacher torgot all about the incident, 
but on visiting the same room the next week 
there was young Banks, with his shining 
ebony face lighted up with a broad smile and 
showing two gieaming rows of ivory. He 
had the forty-six designs, and very good ones 
they were, many of them of the most marked 
and striking originality. ‘ 

To say thatthe teacher was amazed at this 
feat would be to put it mildly. The designs 
were exhibited from one endof the city to 
the other, and young Bangs awoke to find 
himself locally famous. He was immediately 
set at work to produce some more ambitious 
designs, suitable for wall paper, oiicieth, 
stained glass windows, book covers, etc. 
These he executed with the same skill which 
he had displayed in the others, and whieh 
won him tbe enthusiastic applause of 
the drawing teacher and ali bis feiiow-puplis. 
These designe were sent to the New Orleans 
Cotton Centennial and there attracted great 
attention and admiration, which was doubled 
when it become Known that the designs Were 
the work Of a littie Northern colored boy, who 
was the 808 of a Georgia slave. 

From that time on little Banks became 
firmly impressed with the idea that his mis- 
sion inthe werid was designing, and he bent 
all his energies to mastering the higher diffi- 
culties of big chosen profession. Most of his 
time out of school and during vacations be 
spent in designing. His first work had been 
with the pencil, but he soon learned to use 
water colors with great skill and striking 
effect, and produced s:verail designs in color 
which were admired by all Who saw them. 
There seemed to be no limit to his fertility. 
He was everywhere spoken of as a prodigy, 
and many visitors used to go to the school to 
see him and watch him make designs. In his 
werk he never seemed te hesitate for a line or 
a combination and sxetehed with the greatest 
rapidity. 

A great future was predicted for him by all 
whosaw him, and his mother was often ad- 
v ised to send bim to anartschoel where his 
wild genius would be cultivated and directed 
into proper channels. This, bie mother, Mrs. 
Sedie Banks, a respected colored caterer of 
this city, resolved to do and atonce began to 
save her money with this end is view. The 
boy, under the premise that his talent should 
be cultivated, redoubied his efforts and im- 
proved wonderfully even without instruction. 

In 1887 his mother sent him to the Cincinnati 
Art Academy. He was placed inthe desin- 
ing class and made excellent progress under 
thesuition of Prof. Humphrey, teacher of 
dealgning in the Academy. He was leoked 
upon as an artistic wender during the two 
years he studied at the school. 

During hie firet year the young designer 
succeeded in carrying away two prizes offered 
by the echoo! in the designing department 
for 1887, firet prize fora design for wal! paper 
and second prize for a wall paper border. 
That a colared youth 18 years of age should 
succeed in surpassing the best white designer 
in the school, many of them much older and 
with wider experience than himself, was con- 
sidered remarkable. 

Wulle ta Cincinnati young Banks suceeeded 
in selling forty of his original designs to the 
George W. Bowen Stained Glass Works. 

After the completion of his studies in Cin- 
cinnati he returned to his howe in this city, 
but believing that the metropolis would offer 
the best chance to secure work ip his prufes- 
sion, Banks went to New York City in October. 
1889, where he succeeded in seliing some of his 
work. 

Banks’ father was born on a plantation near 
Mocon, Ga., where he was aslave before the 
war. When the war set him free he came 
North and setgied in Spricgfeld.

Mr. Jephson’s ig one of the strangest stories 

ever told. His book will give fresh interest 

to the speculations concerning Emin, whose 

character seems to bean inexplicable puzzle. 

Hesitation, vacilation, indecision, marked his 

conduct, and to Jephson it was never clear 

that he wanted to be rescued. Time after 

time he refused te take advantage of oppor- 

tunities offered him to escape from the pres- 

ence of death. The Soudan had done its 

work for dim a6 it had for so many others. 

Its fatal fascination had been too much for 

bim aud leftits blight upon his character, 

The only resolution he ever took was to walt. 

And for ten anxious months Jephson labored 

te bring the Pasha to his senses, to induce 

him to save himeelf and his people while 
there was yet time. 

The Relief Expedition arrived at Albert Nyaa- 
za in the middle of December, 1887. Although 
Emin had been informed thatthe Expedition 
was on its way, be made no effort to prepare 
the natives for its reception, and although his 
own station M’Swa, was only sixty or seventy 
miles up the lake, he made no effort to wel- 
come his deliverers. He had a steamboat, 
but never appeared atthe south end of the 
lake where Stanley was expected to emerge 
from the forest. The steel boat Advance had 
been left behind,the men being too far gone in 
sickness and hungerto earry it. There was 
nothing for it, however, but to turn back and 


bring it up. 

On the 18th of April the advance guard 
reached the lake a second time. A native 
ehief produced a letter from Emin which con- 
tained nothing in particular. On the 2ist 
Jephson, with acrew of picked mes, set out 
for M’Swa, Emin’s station, at the nortan end 
efthe lake. When he arrived Emin was gone 
with his steambeat. Mr. Jephson vents nis 
impatience at this point in his narrative, and 
although Mr. Stanley in nie prefatory letter 
playfully calls him an ‘‘Eminist,’’ it is 
clear that he was pot well pleased with 
the situation. Emin had received notice that 
Stanley was coming for months before. II 


Emin heard we were coming 80 long as that, 
says Jephson, ‘‘and tnat we should probably 
arrive at the south eng of the lake, I cannot 
understand how it was that he took no steps 
to smvoth the way for us. It would have been 
such a simple thing for Bim to go down in one 
of his steamers to the south end of the lake 
and make frjeads with the natives tell them we 
were coming and leave a letter for Stanley in 
the hands — some friendly ehief, telling him 
of his whereabouts and hew we could best 
reach him. Or he might bave told the natives 
to tell Stanley to step where he was on his 
arrival and get the chief to send some of his 
peopie to M’Swa with the nens. This would 
have saved us over four months of hard work 
and disappointment, for we had to carry 
ALL THE AMMUNITION 

we were brieging for him beck inte the 
forest and piace it in a fort which we were 
obliged to build. Neisen and Parke might 
heve moved up to his province, and this con- 
stant going backwardsand forwards with our 
tired and worn out men might have been 
avoided, to say nething of tho lives we lost on 
those journeys. Asevents turned out poor 
Barttelot’s assassiaation and Jameson’s sad 
death might have been avoided had Eutin 
acted with simple common sense. On the 
26th April at5 o'clock Im the evening Emin“ 
steamér was sighted. About dark the boat 
landed. Emin leaped ashore and weicomed 
me with both hands. Again and again he re- 
peated words of welcome and cordial greeting 
as he held both my bande in his. 

On the th Bmin and Jephson started on 
the steamer Khedive for the south end of the 
lake, ¢arrying with them supplies of food for 
Staniey’s starving people. A CAMD Was es- 
tablished on the lake shore at a place called 
N’Sabe, and here the party rested untii May 
24. It was arranged between the three efficers 
that Emin and Jephson were to return to the 
Pasha’ province, where Jephson was to ad- 
dress the people and prepare them fer the 
exodus. Staniey meanwhile was to go back 
and bring up the rear column. It was ex- 
pected that it would take seven or ¢ight 
months te accomplish this. Oa May 28 Emin 
and Jepleon steamed away up the lake and 
Stanley turned back once more to the front. 
From that day forward the record is one of 
blander and disaster. 

June 6, Emin and Jephson arrived at Tun- 
guru. Here Jephson received another sur- 
rise. He bad been led to believe thorough! 
mn Ewmin’s executive ability and inflzenc 
over his followers. Instead of a submiasive 
and disciplined temper he everywhere found 
insubordination and dGeflance. The First 
Batallion was in open revolt, and the officers 
of the Second, mostly Egyptians, were known 
to be unfriendly. Aud it was still more pug- 
ziing te Jepheon when he remembered that 
during their conversations at N’Sabe, where 
hie affairs were discussed fer a whole month, 
Emin had not ones ailded to this very im- 

portant fact. Mr. Jephson, hawever, beg 
his work. Where the Pasha goss, sai 
Suliman Aga, the chief of the station, ‘‘my 
soldiers and I follow,’* and added: ‘*These 
are my soldiers and the Pasha goss ia the 
middie, that is the way we will travel, 
whatever road the Pasha wishes. Agais apa

defiant spirit show itself in acts which always 
belied their fair words. Stayley’s oroclama- 
tion was read tothe people and with it she 
letters of the Khbedive to Emin, informing him 
that Stanley was in the Egyptian service and 
was authorized to remove all the people from 
the beleagured provinoe toa place of safety, 
He was also informed that the choice was 
open to them—go or stay—but these who 
stayed should understand that no further 
help coula be expected from the Egyptian 
Government. Jephson conversed with all 
who came to him and explained t pro- 
gramme. But the pevpie were shifty. The 
Khedive was, to most ot them, an abstraction. 
They wanted & real man, as they said;a man 
whem they could look up to as Governor, 
who would protect them aad provide them 
with food. It was plals to ma, therefore, 
that the feeling of these peopie was not for 
going to Egypt.’’ 

Other stations were visited, one after an- 
other, and ateach the same thing was heard.

The Pasha and Mr. Jephson were 
kept imprisoned in their compound and 
closely guarded, while Fadl el Mulla, the 
ringleader of the mutiny, too mens a 
the troops and tried to govern them with t 
aid of a council. Pandemonium reigned 
througboutthe province. The officers spent 
their time in carousing, the seidiers in looting 
Emin’s houses and ontraging the natives. 
Jephson was again questioned concerning his

The 
letter was examined by the 2 tian clerks, 
who threw it at bis feet, exclaiming: It is a 
forgery, and you and your master Are impos- 
ters. The defenses were negiected, although 
rumors were coming in that the Mahdi’s 
forces were hoverihg over the Northern 
frontier. 

Suddenly, on Oct. 15, in the midst of this 
inaction, the news came like a thunderbolt 
that the Mahdi was upon them. A soldier had 
been dispatched in haste with « letter and bad 
traveled day and night to reach Dufile. The 
news the letter contained was that three 
steamers, with nine sandals and nuggars, had 
arrived at Lado (a village about 140 miles 
nerth of file) from Khartoum. These boats 
were full of people; it was indeed the terrible 
Donagie.’’ Thie news sobered the mutinecers 
but did not bring them to their senses. A 
number of the non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers visited Emin and Jephson in their 
quarters at night*® and asked the 
Pasba to come out boldly and cali upon the 
soldiers to rise and follow him; at the moment 
they would probably bave obeyed the call. 
But ‘‘Emin told the soldiers to wait. Alas, 
that was his adviceto everyone upon every 
subject. He was, however, released and 
sentdownto M’Swa with Jephson. Here the 
soldiers were as shifty as in the north, and 
Emin was pot legs so.

THREE CIGARS A DAY. 


DR. HAMMOND’s VIEWS ON TOBACCO, ITS 
USE AND DANGERS. 


One Cigar After Zach Meal, More Are Inju- 
Frious—Persons Whe Should Not Smoke— 
Some ef the Diseases It Is Responsible 
For—The Chewisg Habit—How Smoking 
Affects the Eyes. 


[Written for the SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH. ! 
HERE may be cases 
in which the use of 
tobacco Is beneficial, 
but I am inclined to 
think they are ex- 
ccedingly few and, in 
fact, they may be en- 
tirely disregarded in 
our consideration of 
the influence of the 
weed on mankind. 
Doubtless there are 
instances in which 
the soothing effect of 
acigar is desirabie, 

and there are others in which smoking imme- 
diately after ameal increases the amount of 
gastric juice secreted, and hence facilitates 
the digestive process, but there are so many 
more cases in which tobacco instead of 
soothing irritates, and a still greater 
number in which, so far from facilitating 
digestion, it positively retards that function, 
that humanity would be none the loser if 
tobacco as a sootber of a ruffled spirit and as 
a prod for the secretion of the gastric juice 
were to be utterly swept from the face of the 
earth. We have other and more efiectual 
methods of quieting the agitated mind and 
much better stimulators of digestion which 
are in no way harmful; for although tobacco 
may do some good to some people, there are | 
probably few who use it in whom the injuri- 
ous effects do not more than counter- balance 
whatever good may be derived from it. 

Stillit may, I think, be asserted without 
fear of contradiction thatthe distinctly del- 
eterious results ensuing from the moderate 
use of tobacco by adults are infrequent. In 
making this declaration I desire to de under- 
stood as laying particular stress on the words 
moderate and adults, and also as limiting the 
employment of tobacce solely to the smoking 
of cigars. | 

CheWing is a thoroughly filthy and disgust- 
ing habit, and moreover is injurious, no mat- 
terhow moderately it may be indulgedin. It 
takes away from the system the saliva, ome of 
the chief digestive juices; it vitiates the other 
secretions of the mouth, and it renders the 
person who practices it offensive to those who 
come in contact with him. 

CIGARETTES 

are rarely, ifever, used without the smoke 
being mhaled into the luggs, and the conse- 
quences of this practice are almost invariably 
deplorable, owing to the great amount of nice- 
the system. 

As to e the taking of tobacco through 
the u is now so Infrequentily pratticed that 
it may be dismissed without further discus- 
It is almost as dirty a habit as chewing, 
and in a very short time so impairs the integ- 
rity of the mucuous membrane of the nose as 
to alter the.voice and induce catarrb, and ul- 
timately destroy the seuse of smell. 

Dipping, as it used to be called, has also 
pretty much gone out of vogue. It consisted 
in applying the snuff to the teeth by some 
kind of brush, usually one made from a hick- 
ory twig, and was a modification of chewing. 
It was almost entirely confined to women of 
the Southern and estern portions of the 
country and was never practiced to any very 
great extent. 

The objection to the best kind of pipes is 
that very much more of the nicotine and oil of 
the tobacco are absorbed iato the system than , 
is the case with cigars. With common pipes, 
especially those with short stems, the degree 
of irritation which is excited in the lips and 
interior of the mouth is far ter than 
that resulting from tobacco — in any other

ENTIRE ABSTINENCE. 

The influence of tobacco upon the heart is 
frequentiy more strongly marked than in any 
other Girection. There are few persons who 
use this substance to excess who do not suffer 
from the disordered action of the organ ia 
question. The impalse is rendered weaker 
and more irregular. So that faintness, Inter- 
mittent pulse and palpitation are induced. 
The tobacco-heart is so well known and rec- 
ognized by physicians that when the organ is 
found to: be im an abnormal  condi- 
tion questions to the patient in regard 
to the use of tobacco are never omitted, 
and prohibition is insisted upon in every case 
without exception. Iam very sure, from my 
own experience, thas many young persons 
lay the seeds of organic disease of the heart 
from the excessive use of tobacco, or from 
beginning it toe early in life. It not only les- 
sens the nervous influence by which the heart 
is kept in action, but it causes a deterioration 
of the organic muscular fi of which the 
organ is com „Wenk heart’’ and 
heart fallure, so commonly met with in 
our day, are, Ihave no doubt, very often the 
direct consequence of the abuse of tobacco. 

The use of tobacco by minors should be ab- 
solutely prohibited, not by laws which are 
impossible of enforcement and which encum- 
ber the statute-books, but by home influence 
and command. If this were done we should 
have much lessof.the deleterious effects of 
tobaceo, for itis very certain that no young 
person can use this substance, even in mod- 
eration, without suffering more or less se- 
verely at the time and laying up for himself 
future troubles of even more serious import.
